The Simpson 
Santa 
project 


originated 11 years ago when 
"Ernie" was searching for a 
group of needy children to whom 
he could give 15 toys he had 
collected from friends. All had 
ben repaired and repainted, and 
he finally decided to give them to 
the youngsters at the Paradise 
School, Abbottstown. The children 
were so appreciative that he be- 
gan planning for abigger collec- 
tion the following year. 


During the past 10 years he has 


accepted toys from dozens of 
families whose children have out- 
grown them. State and borough 
police turn over to Simpson bi- 
cycles, scooters and other toys 
that have fallen from passing 
cars or trucks, or stolen items 
that have never been claimed by 
their owners.

Castro Signs Agreement 
To Exchange 1,113 Cuban 
Prisoners For Medicine 


By GEORGE ARFELD 
RAV AN A (API - A Christmas 
gift of freedom today awaited 
1.113 Cuban invasion prisoners 
after 20 months of captivity. The 
Castro government agreed Friday 
to release them in exchange for 
medicine and food. 
The men will be freed on or 
before Christmas, attorney James 
B. Donovan of New York, chief 
negotiator for the prisoners’ fami­ 
lies, announced. Donovan broke 
the news himself to some prison­ 
ers held in Havana’s Principe 
Castle, and word of their long- 
waited freedom also was relayed 
to other captives held on the Isle 
of Pines off southwest Cuba. 
FREE SOME SUNDAY 
In Washington, Red Cross offi­ 
cials reported the first prisoners 
are expected to arrive in Miami 
Sunday. But Havana Radio said 
they would not be freed until 
Monday. Red Cross officials said 
they are highly optimistic that the

TWO LETHAL WOUNDS 
They were taken into one of the 
dormitory rooms, about 50 feet 
in length and 30 feet wide. There 
they found Siarez dead, lying on 
his back between the cots of two 
other workmen. Dr. Crist said 
Siarez had been shot twice, one 
bullet going through the right 
lung, the other through the abdo­ 
men perforating the lower small 
bowel, the colon and the abdom­ 
inal aorta. Dr. Crist said cither 
shot would have killed the man 
and estimated that he was shot 
at 3 a m and died five minutes 
later. 
Trooper Todd descrilled the lo­ 
cation of the camp in Menallen 
Tw p. the labor camp itself, and 
the location of the body in relation 
to various objects in the camp. 
Both he and Cpl. Treas said 
siarez had a knife in his hand 
The knife was described as i 
paring knife with a three-incn 
blade and three-inch handle. 
Rivera said he had given per­ 
mission to Martinez to spend the 
night at the camp but said he 
knew nothing of the shooting be­ 
cause he was at Harrisburg at 
the time getting more workmen.

for about half the cost of the sub- 
marine. 


Their gear would have to be 


supplied by the United States— 
either by sale or gift—since the 
British have nothing like it. 


If they undertook to produce 


this equipment, as well as the 
submarines and the warheads, the- 
British would have to install an 
expensive industrial capacity for 
the purpose—after the U.S. Navy 
furnished the know-how acquired 
in more than seven years of work 
on the project. 


Should the United States provide

engaged in the selling of clothes 
to the migrant workers and made 
regular trips to the camp. 


Dr. Crist and the two police 


officers were called to the camp 
about 4 a.m. on November 3. They 
found that the interior of the camp 
building was divided into various 
dormitories "in a U shape" with 
a large central room. 
TWO LETHAL WOUNDS 


They were taken into one of the 


dormitory rooms, about 30 feet 
in length and 30 feet wide. There 
they found Siarez dead, lying on 
his back between the cots of two 
other workmen. Dr. Crist said 
Siarez had been shot twice, one 
bullet going through the right 
lung, the other through the abdo- 
men perforating the lower small 
bowel, the colon and the abdom- 
inal aorta. Dr. Crist said either 
shot would have killed the man 
and estimated that he was shot 
at 3 a.m. and died five minutes 
later. 


Trooper Todd described the lo- 


cation of the camp in Menallen 
Twp., the labor camp itself, and 
the location of the body in relation 
to various objects in the camp. 
Botih he and Cpl. Treas said 
siarez had a knife in his hand. 
The knife was described as a 
paring knife with a three-inch 
blade and three-inch handle. 


Rivera said he had given per 


mission to Martinez to spend the 
night at the camp but said he 
knew nothing of the shooting be- 
cause he was at Harrisburg at 
the time getting more workmen. 
FIRED AT 20 FEET 


Rivera was being used as inter- 


preter for Martinez and a long 
argument ensued between District 
Atty. Daniel E. Teeter and Atty. 
Gerald Walmer, who represents 
Martinez, over whether Rivera 
could tell what Martinez had told 
him during questioning at the jail 
or whether Rivera, as interpreter 
for Atty. Walmer, was "priv- 
ileged," just as an attorney or 
his secretary .is. and thus could 
not testify to what he had heard 
in the course of preparation of 
the case. No final ruling was 
given on the "privilege" but the 
district attorney did not further 
question Rivera after Rivera testi- 
fied that he had been asked by 
Martinez' "boss" to secure an 
attorney for Martinez and had 
secured Walmer. 


Cpl. Treas testified that Mar- 


tinez told him and Sgt. Pochyba 
while they were returning from 
the Dade County prison that he 
gave himself up when he heard 
the man he had shot was dead. 
Martinez was quoted as saying 
he went directly to Florida after 
the shooting and that he shot 
Siarez 
because 
Siarez was 


threatening to kill him and had 
a knife. Martinez was quoted as 
saying he was about 20 feet from 
Siarez when he shot him with the 
.38 caliber automatic pistol and 
was standing beside the stove 
near the door at the tune. 


Treas said he and Pochyba 


asked Martinez why he didn't just 
go out the door behind him to 
escape from Siarez instead of 
shooting. Treas said: "Martinez 
just shrugged his shoulders and 
said 'there were a lot of boys 
around there.' " 


No questions were asked con- 


cerning the meaning of the last 
remark. 


Martinez was held for court on 


all four charges following the con-

morning.

One maple tree's leaves may 


be redder than another's in the 
bright autumn for the same rea- 
son that your brother's hair may 
be redder than yours. 


Differences in genes (determi- 


nation of hereditary 
character) 


play a part. This also may be 
why one maple may turn color in 
the fall sooner than another. 


What causes the leaves to turn 


vivid colors? The answer is cool 
nights, which slow the leaf proc- 
esses. 


The colors indicate that sum- 


mer activity of the tree is begin- 
ning to slow down," explains 
Prof. John I. Green, a conserva- 
tion specialist. He said produc- 
tion of chlorophyll is stopping and, 
as the green disappears, yellow 
and orange colors that had been 
hidden by the green chlorophyll 
appear. 


The orange is the same as in

Hours after the slaying Tim- 


mons' car was found abandoned 
near Werncrs\ ille, about seven 
miles webt of Reading. The deer 
rifle was in the car, police said. 


Scores of heavily armed state 


troopers combed the area, pre- 
dominantly farm land with small 
communities, but Timmons was 
not seen again until the past 
Thursday night. 


Mr* Vernon Grois, his sister, 


said Timmons came to her house

prises on their farms. Daniel A. 
Paddock, county supervisor of the 
agency for Adams and York Coun- 
ties, said today. 


Loans also are available to non- 


profit associations of fanners and 
others living in rural communities 
to cover the cost of shifting land 
to different uses, including recrea- 
tion. 


On family farms in Adams and 


York Counties the enterprises fchat 
now may be financed by a Fann- 
ers Home Administration loan 
are cottages for hunters and fish- 
ermen, stables and horses for rid- 
ing, 
picnic grounds and boat 


docks; row boats and equipment 
for fishing. 
S PCT. INTEREST 


Associations may use Farmers 


Home Administration loans to de- 
velop a large recreation area to 
convert land now being cropped 
into a grazing or forested area. 


Mr. Paddock said that his 


agency will use its regular lend- 
ing programs to finance the new 
recreation 
loans. 
Intermediate- 


term loans run a maximum of 
seven years; real estate loans, a 


maximum of 40 years. In both 
cases the interest rate is five 
per cent. 


To qualify for a recreation loan, 


a farmer must have the back- 
ground nedcd to be successful in 
the proposed farm and recreation 
enterprise After the loan is made, 
he must continue to receive a sub- 
stantial part of his income from 
farming. 
MUST PLEDGE SECURITY 


Recreation loans are aimed at 


helping family farmers supple- 
ment their incomes, Mr. Paddock 
said. His office will assist bor- 
rowers in working out a plan for 
operating the recreation projects 
to make the best use of all their 
farm resources. 


Nonprofit associations of rural 


residents may borrow up to Si 
million to finance changes in pres- 
ent land use. The maximum in- 
terest rate is five per cent.

FUND OUTGREW 
“PROVISIONS" 


PHILADELPHIA (AP' - Ben­ 
jamin 
Franklin wa* 
about 
as 
wise and far-seeing as they come. 
But even for him the crystal ball 
was cloudy when it came to call­ 
ing the shots for 20f> year* to 
come, 
Just consider his will which 
left $4,443 each to Philadelphia 
and Boston. 
Over the years the Philadelphia 
Fund grew to nearly $2 million, 
but most of the money has been 
used in ways Franklin couldn't 
imagine, as the country outgrew 
his conditions. 
Franklin, 
who died 
in 
1790, 
stipulated the money was "to be 
let out upon interest at 5 per cent 
per annum to such young m ar­ 
ried artificers, under the age of 
25 years, as have served an ap. 
prenticeship in the said town, and 
faithfully fulfilled the duties re­ 
quired in their indentures." 
tip to $300 would be lent for as 
long as 15 years, with two co- 
signers required. 
The fund was to continue for 
IOO years. 
Franklin thought it 
would amount to well over a half 
million dollars by then. With that 
figure in mind, he directed that 
about $125,000 be continued as a 
loan fund for another IOO years, 
and the rest be used for public 


works and welfare projects. 
The terms of the will applied 
e s p e c i a l l y to Philadelphia. 
Franklin’s 
adopted 
home. 
The 
provision for Boston, his birth­ 
place. was put into a codicil. 
As everyone knows, Franklin 
came to this old town seeking his 
fortune. 
Walking 
up 
Market 
Street from the waterfront, with 
his bread tucked under his arm, 
he did not make the most im­ 
pressive 
figure. 
He 
wondered 
what was in store for a young 
printer with precious few pence 
to his name.

Franklin never forgot. 
CITY HANDLED FUND 
The city of Philadelphia han­ 
dled the Franklin Fund until 1869. 
when its administration passed 
to the board of directors of city 
trusts, newly created by the state 
legislature. 
The fund then totaled $40,000 
compared with Franklin's reck­ 
oning 
of 
$238,000. 
Franklin's 
much higher estimates were on 
the absumption that much (rf the 
fund would always be out on 
loans, earning interest. Instead, 
there has been a lack of applica­ 
tions. 
At the end of the first IOO years 
the board of trusts had $90,000 in­ 
stead (rf Franklin's hoped for half 
million plus. It split the money 
two ways, allotting about $70,000 
for 
public 
works 
and 
putting 
aside the rest to keep the loan 
pool going. The policy was con­ 
tinued of suitably investing what­ 
ever money was not out on loans.

fund, expanded much faster. By 
1930 it had grown to over $1.5 mil­ 
lion. and the money was applied 
toward building the Franklin In­ 
stitute's big scientific center near 
the heart of the city. 
The Franklin loan plan found 
itself sidetracked with the com­ 
ing of the machine age in indus­ 
try, profound social changes and 
an availability of loans beyond 
belief in Franklin’s time. 
TERMS CHANGED 
Four times the board of trusts 
asked 
the 
court 
to 
liberalize 
Franklin’s terms. First, the age 
limit was raised to 37. Then the 
loan limit was advanced to $500; 
the interest rate was cut to 4 per 
cent; and the court ruled that 
loans could be made on well-se­ 
cured mortgages on real estate 
in the city. In 1939, the maximum 
was raised to $3,000. and the 
court said a loan might be made 
to any qualified worker, male or 
female, married or unmarried. 
Ten years later the limit was 
upped to $6,000. 
On the first of this year the 
fund came to $314,835. with 30 
loans totaling $88,000 outstanding. 
Franklin’s will has 28 years to 
go. At the end of that time the 
money in the fund will be. in his 
words, "divided between the in­

FUND OUTGREW 
"PROVISIONS" 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — Ben- 


jamin lYanklin was about as 
wise and far-seeing as they come. 
But even for him the crystal ball 
was cloudy when it came to call- 
ing the shots for 200 years to 
come. 


Just consider his will which 


left $4,445 each to Philadelphia 
and Boston. 


Over the years the Philadelphia 


Fund grew to nearly $2 million, 
but most of the money has been 
used m ways Franklin couldn't 
imagine, as the country outgrew 
his conditions. 


Franklin, Mho died in 1790, 


stipulated the money was "to be 
let out upon interest at 5 per cent 
per annum to such young mar- 
ried artificers, under the age of 
25 years, as have served an ap. 
prenticeship in the said town, and 
faithfully fulfilled the duties re- 
quired in their indentures." 


Up to $300 would be lent for as 


long as 15 years, with two co- 
signers required 


The fund was to continue for 


100 years. Franklin thought it 
would amount to well over a half 
million dollars by then. With that 
figure in mind, he directed that 
about $125,000 be continued as a 
loan fund for another 100 years, 
and the rest be used for public 


works and welfare projects. 


The terms of the will applied 


e s p e c i a l l y to Philadelphia, 
Franklin's adopted home. The 
provision for Boston, his birth- 
place, was put into a codicil. 


As everyone knows, Franklin 


came to this old town seeking his 
fortune. 
Walking 
up 
Market 


Street from the waterfront, with 
his bread tucked under his arm, 
lie did not make the most'im- 
pressive figure. He wondered 
what was in store for a young 
printer with precious few pence 


his name. 
Someone 
staked 
him, 
and 


Franklin never forgot. 
CITY HANDLED FUND 


The city of Philadelphia han- 


dled the Franklin Fund until 1869, 
when its administration passed 
to the board of directors of city 
trusts, newly created by the state 
.egislature. 


The fund then totaled $40,000 


compared with Franklin's reck- 
oning 
of 
$238,000. 
Franklin's 


much higher estimates were on 
the assumption that much of the 
:und would always be out on 
loans, earning interest. Instead, 
Jiere has been a lack of applica- 
:ions. 


At the end of the first 100 years 


the board of trusts had $90,000 in- 
stead of Franklin's hoped for half 
million plus. It split the money 
two ways, allotting about $70,000 
:or public works and putting 
aside the rest to keep the loan 
pool going. The policy was con- 
:inued of suitably investing what- 
ever money was not out on loans.

American Women Must Find 
Outlets For Creativity 


BOSTON ^AP) — Women must 
find some way — either in the 
home or in a profession — to 
express their creative and intel­ 
lectual talents if they are to he 
at peace with themselves. 
That’* the belief of Dr. Gnete 
Lehner Bibring, recently installed 
president of the American Psycho­ 
analytic Association and the first 
woman to hold the office. 
Questioned about the problems 
of the modem American woman 
Dr 
Bibring, 63-year-old Vienna- 
born psychiatrist, lit a cigarette. 
propped her chin on her hand and 
said: 
“The problem is that the mod­ 
em woman or the American wom­ 
an or the woman of the future — 
whatever she should be called — 
is neither fish nor fowl.” 
This is why: 
Her role in the home has been 
changed by modem advances: 
her vital contribution to the fam­ 
ily life can be replaced in the 
kitchen by a TA' dinner and in 
other areas by push-button de­ 
vices. She finds herself with lei. 
sure time, but she does not know 
what to do with this time 
A woman must contribute in 
some capacity to feel like an es­ 
sential part of society. If the^ei 
women could follow a profession; 
or do some kind of work mean­ 
ingful for them, their families or 
the people around them, perhaps 
they would not become dissatis­ 
fied with themselves. 
A D V A N C E D ED U C A T IO N 
Dr. Bibring thinks an excellent1 


answer to some of these prob­ 
lems is offered by advanced edu­ 
cation for women after their child­ 
bearing years. The Radcliffe Pro­ 
gram for Advanced Education, 
for example, in which Dr. Bib­ 
ring is actively interested is based 
on tire hope talented women will 
return to their professions as soon 
as their family responsibilities 
wane 
We must find ways, says Dr. 
Bibring, 
to 
convert 
America’s 
waste element, 
the dissatisfied 
housewife, into the valuable re- 
source it should be. 
Her own life points up the fact 
that married women can play a 
significant part in the world's af­ 
fairs — if they have a dedication 
and determination.

wife. Dr. Bibring cannot remem­ 
ber the time when she did not 
want a professional career 
As a medical student in Vienna.

15 years, Dr. Bibring held posi­ 
tions at Simmons College, the 
Beth Israel Hospital, the Harvard 
Medical School, Branders Univer­ 
sity and in various psychoanalytic 
associations. In 1955 Dr. Bibring 


was appointed to her present po­ 
sition as psychfatrist-in-chief and 
director of psychiatric research 
at the Beth Israel Hospital, and 
in 1981 she was named clinical 
protestor of psychiatry at the 
Harvard Medical School. 
Dr. Bibring’s work has gener­ 
ally concerned the areas of psy­ 
chologic reaction to environmen­ 
tal pressures and demands. She

Outlets For Creativity 


BOSTON <AP) — Women must 


find some way — either in the 
home or in a profession — to 
express their creative and intel- 
lectual talents if they are to be 
at peace with themselves. 


That's the belief of Dr. Crete 


Lehner Bibring, recently installed 
president of the American Psycho- 
analytic Association and the first 
woman to hold the office. 


Questioned about the problems 


of the modern American woman 
Dr. Bibring. 63-year-old Vienna- 
born psychiatrist, lit a cigarette, 
propped her chin on her hand and 
said: 


"The problem is that the mod- 


ern woman or the American wom- 
an or the woman of the future — 
whatever she should be called — 
is neither fish nor fowl." 


This is why: 
Her role in the home has been 


changed by modern advances; 
her vital contribution to the fam- 
ily life can be replaced in the 
kitchen by a TV dinner and in 
other areas by push-button de- 
vices. She finds herself with lei. 
sure time, but she does not know 
what to do with this time. 


A woman must contribute in 


some capacity to feel like an es- 
sential part of society. If these 
women could follow a profession 
or do some kind of work mean- 
ingful for them, their families or 
the people around them, perhaps 
they would not become dissatis- 
fied with themselves. 
ADVANCED EDUCATION 


Dr. Bibring thinks an excellelnt 


answer to some of these prob- 
lems is offeied by advanced edu- 
cation for women after their child- 
bearing years. The Radcliffe Pro- 
gram for Advanced Education, 
for example, in which Dr. Bib- 
ring is actively interested is based 
on the hope talented women will 
return to their professions as soon 
as their family 
responsibilities 


wane. 


We must find ways, says Dr. 


Bibring, to convert 
America's 


waste element, the dissatisfied 
housewife, into the valuable re- 
source it should be. 


Her own life points up the fact 


that married women can play a 
significant part in the world's af- 
fairs — if they haw a dedication 
and determination. 


Born in 1899 to a successful 


Viennese businessman and his 
wife. Dr. Bibring cannot remem- 
ber the time when she did not 
want a professional career. 


As a medical student in Vienna, 


Dr. Bibring was intrigued by 
some of the new sciences — endo- 
crinology and psychoanalysis — 
which were emerging on the fron- 
tiers of knowledge but were not 
yet offered in the medical school 
curriculum. She was among a 
handful of students who met in 
their free time to study the new 
sciences. Her extra-curricular in- 
terests soon narrowed to the study 
of psychoanalysis and she fre- 
quently sought the guidance of 
Dr Sigmund Freud in his Vienna 
office. 


At this time, Dr. Bibring be-

came interested to a young man 
in her study group who later be- 
came a close associate and ad- 
vocate of Freud — Edward Bib- 
ring. In 1921 they were married 


and became lifetime collabora- 
tors in psychoanalytic studies. 


Since there was no specialized 


training in psychoanalysis at the 
time Dr. Bibring's informal group 


work qualified her to practice 
when she graduated from medkal 
school in VKtA. Soon after her grad. 
uation, Dr. Bibring helped »et up 
the Vienna Psychoanalytic Insti- 
tute, patterned after its only pm- 
cursor in Berlin. This Institute 
was to become one of the most 
influential psychoanalytic Insti- 
tutes in the world. 


For several years, the Bibrings 


remained in Vienna to practice 
and teach psychoanalysis and 
raise their two sons. George, now 
an engineer in Arlington, Mass., 
and Thomas, a biophysicist in 
Berkeley, Calif. 


With a family to consider, Dr. 


Bibring had to balance her time 
between her work and family — 
a problem all professional wom- 
en must solve individually. She 
accomplished this by maintain- 
ing her office in her home and 
by employing a well-trained do- 
mestic to care for the children 
during her morning and evening 
working hours. 


In 19&, due to the uncertain 


political situation, the Bibrings, 
Freud and other members of the 
Vienna Psychoanalytic Institute 
moved their work to London. In 
London, Dr. Grete Bibring con- 
tinued to practice and her hus- 
band assumed the co-editorship 
of the revised German editions 
of Freud's collected works. 


When Dr. Edward Bifaring was 


offered a position at Tufts Uni- 
versity in 1941, they immigrated 
to America and settled in Boston. 
In due time, they became United 
States citizens. During the next 
15 years, Dr. Bibring held posi- 
tions at Simmons College, the 
Beth Israel Hospital, the Harvard 
Medical School, Brandeis Univer- 
sity and in various psychoanalytic 
associations. In 1955 Dr. Bibring 


was appointed to her present po- 
sition as psychlatrist-in-chief and 
director of psychiatric research 
at the Beth Israel Hospital, and 
in 1961 she was named clinical 
professor of psychiatry at the 
Harvard Medical School. 


Dr. Bibring's work has gener- 


ally'concerned the areas of psy- 
chologic reaction to environmen- 
tal pressures and demands. She 
has done research in psychoana- 
lytic psychology ,in pregnancy, 
psychoanalytic psychiatry and so- 
cial work, and comprehensive 
medicine, which is the integration 
of psychoanalytic psychiatry and 
medicine. 


The major part of the day she 


spends on her teaching, training 
and research work at the Beth 
Israel Hospital. Her office at the 
Beth Israel is large and relatively 
free from a clinical atmosphere.

INDIAN OWNED 
500 SLAVES IN 
CIVIL WAR ERA 


H U G O , OkJa. (AP> - Okla- 


homa is known for its wealthy 
oil and cattle men, but the state's 
first 
millionaire was a part- 


Indian planter who helped the 
South in the Civil War. 


He was Robert M. Jones, rated 


as possibly the richest and most 
powerful man in Indian Terri- 
tory at the outbreak of hostilities. 
He is credited with helping swing 
the Choctaw Indian Nation to the 
Confederate side and he person- 
ally outfitted several companies 
of troops. 


At one time, Jones, who was 


half Ohoctaw, owned 500 Negro 
slaves and five Red River planta- 
tions in Southern Oklahoma. He 
operated 
a fleet of steamers 


which pbed the Red River — dur- 
ing wet months — from Shreve- 
port, La., to Washita, Indian 


there are several objects d'art 
which are especially meaningful 
to her — a handsome bust of her 
late husband and a photographic 
portrait of one of her two grand- 
children. As Dr. Bibring says, her 
home and family are very special 
interests of hers. She attributes 
this to her mother, who was a 
professional homemaker in the 
grand old style.

By 1861 Jones ranked among

Even the prolonged war — dur- 


ing which he was Choctaw rep- 
resentative to the Confederate 
Congress — didn't r u i n him. 
Jones had a vast supply of cotton, 
which he shipped to New Orleans 
at the end of the war for ready 
sale. 


Jones was born in Mississippi 


in 1808 and was educated at the 
old Choctaw Academy in Ken- 
tucky before he came to Indian 
Territory with the Ghoctaws. He 
was a trader and store owner be- 
fore he began raising cotton. 


At one time after the war he 


maintained a town house in 
Paris, Tex., and had a sugar 
plantation in Louisiana, in addi- 
tion to extensive holdings and 
houses in Oklahoma. 


Jones was married three times 


and outlived all three wives. He 
died in 1873 at the age of 65. He 
is buried in a family cemetery 
at Rose Hill, which now is owned 
by the Oklahoma Historical So- 
ciety.

NEWSPAPER! 
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Science Seeks 
Source Of 
The Star 


Since St. Matthew first described, 
the star of Bethlehem, its mystery| 
has fascinated mankind Was it 
a miracle? Or was it a b riefer-1 
than-usual star or other celestial 
object? 
Astronomers, while seeking to 
idenl^T the star, emphasize that 
it may have been indeed a miracle 
that can’t be explained in terms 
of natural phenomena. However, 
research has provided material! 
for conjecture that the star may 
have been a natural occurrence 
ONE DISCOVERY 
A Danish astronomer. Tycho 
Brahe, discovered a new and bril-: 
bant star in the constellation Cas-' 
siopeia in 1572, according to the 
Encyclopedia Americana. 
Since that discovery, The Amer­ 
icana says, it has been suggested 
that this might be an especially 
brilliant star visible only at long 
intervals. 
A reported appearance of a 
bright atar in that part of the 
heavens about the middle of the 
13th century, 
coupled 
with 
a 
vague account of a similar appear­ 
ance a little more than 300 years 
earlier, led to the thought that 
these might possibly be former 
appearances of the star of 1572. 


If, as this might indicate, the 
star 
appeared 
at 
intervals of 
310 to 315 years, three intervals 
of 300-odd years from the time 
it was first reported would carry 
it back to about the time of the 
birth of Christ. 
ANOTHER TH EO RY 
Johannes Kepler, a German as­ 
tronomer, made discoveries that 
led to still another theory about 
the star of Bethlehem, In 1004, 
he observed a configuration, or 
close grouping, of the planets Jupi­ 
ter. Saturn and Mars. 
He determined that such a con­ 
figuration occurred each 805 years 
and calculations established that 
the same grouping might have 
appeared in 6 B C.—which, some 
re.-earch indicates, may have been 
the correct year of Christ's birth. 
Since legends identify the wise 
men as astrologers, this theory 
accounts for the fact that, as re­ 
ported in the New Testament, only 
the wise men saw the star. 
While the three planets grouped 
together 
would 
shed 
unusual 
brightness, the average observer 
might not notice them, while the 
wise men. as astrologers, would.

Since St. Matthew first described 


the star of ^Bethlehem, its mystery 
has fascinated mankind. Was it 
a miracle? Or was it a brighter- 
than-usual star or other celestial 
object? 


Astronomers, while seeking to 


identfy' the star, emphasize that 
it may have been indeed a miracle 
that can't be explained in terms 
of natural phenomena. However, 
research has provided material 
for conjecture that the star may 
have been a natural occurrence. 
ONE DISCOVERY 


A Danish astronomer. Tycho 


Brahe. discovered a new and bril- 
liant star in the constellation Cas- 
siopeia in 1572. according to the 
Encyclopedia Americana. 


Since that discovery, The Amer- 


icana says, it has been suggested 
that this might be an especially 
brilliant star visible only at long 
intervals. 


A reported appearance of a 


bright star in that part of the 
heavens about the middle of the 
13th 
century, coupled with a 


vague account of a similar appear- 
ance a little more than 300 years 
earlier, led to the thought that 
these might possibly be former 
appearances of the star of 1572. 


If. as (Ms might indicate, the 


star appeared at intervals of 
310 to 315 years, three intervals 
of 300-odd years from the time 
it was first reported would carry 
it back to about the time of the 
birth of Christ. 
ANOTHER THEORY 


Johannes Kepler, a German as- 


tronomer, made discoveries that 
led to still another theory about 
the star of Bethlehem. In 1604, 
he observed a configuration, or 
close grouping, of the planets Jupi- 
ter, Saturn and Mars. 


He determined that such a con- 


figuration occurred each 805 years 
and calculations established that 
the same grouping might have 
appeared in 6 BC.—which, some 
research indicates, may have been 
the correct year of Christ's birth. 


Since legends identify the wise 


men as astrologers, this theory 
accounts for the fact that, as re- 
ported in the New Testament, only 
ihe wise men saw the star.

Should our government estab­ 
lish a permanent federal depart­ 
ment of photography to document 
a pictorial history of the United 
States, its land and its people? 
This question arises again with 
tile powerful public reaction to the 
current photographic exhibition in 
New York City’s Museum of Mod­ 
em Art: "The Bitter Tears: 1935- 
1941." It depicts, in 210 graphic 
pictures, the terrible struggles of 
the heroic people in the rural 
areas of our country through a 
period of depression. 
Here we see the visual blow- 
by-blow record of man-made and 
natural disasters. There are no 
tricks, no 
gimmicks, 
no 
arty 
pretensions to these photographs. 
They are straightforward, 
fac­ 
tual mirrors which show how me­ 
chanization of agriculture threw 
families mn of work and out of 
their homes and how dust storms 
and land erosion devastated whole 
areas. But the effect is shown in 
human beings: real men, women 
and children who lived and suf­ 
fered through it and survived to 
start anew. 
PICTORIAL HISTORY 
The exhibition proves our gov­ 
ernment can make a valuable and 
permanent 
contribution 
in 
the 
photographic field of pictorial his­ 
tory.

How legends of Three Kings of Orient 
entered the wondrous Christmas story 


By HENRY VAN DYKE 


•TTHE story of the Wise Men 
1 who came from the Eaat to 
pay their homage to the Holy 
Child at Bethlehem has always 
been a favorite, theme of Christ- 
Ian art and legend. From the 
second century the long, rich 
train of representations runs on 
unbroken. We may safely say 
that there is no subject in the 
range of history, sacred or. pro- 
fane, which has found so many 
or such splendid illustrations. 


Side by aide with this stream 


of pictures and carvings runs the 
kindred current of imagination 
speaking to tne ear instead of to 
the eye. Traditions and fables, 
myths and allegories, fragments 
•of history and philosophy, poems 
and plays and chronicles, gather 
about the story in marvelous 
abundance. It is like a trellis 
overgrown with vines, so luxuri- 
ant, so fertile in leaves and blos- 
soms, that the outline of the sus- 
staining structure is almost lost. 
It would be easy for one who 
looked at it carelessly to suppose 
that the whole fabric was flowery 
and fictitious, with nothing sub- 
stantial about it. 


On the other hand, it is no less 


easy to mistake the growth of 
fancy for the framework of his- 
tory, and accept the later legends 
as if they belonged to the origi- 
nal narrative. 


The story of the Magi, as it is 


given by the evangelist Matthew, 
is astonishingly brief and una- 
dorned.

face that when Jesus was born 
in Bethlehem certain foreigners 
arrived at Jerusalem. He does 
not tell us how many they were, 
nor of what race, nor of what 
station in life; although it is fair 
to infer from the consideration 
with which they were received at 
the court of Herod, and from the- 
fact that they carried treasure 
boxes with them, that they were 
persons of great wealth and dis- 
tinction. 


The most important statement 


in regard to them is that they 
were Magians, that is to say, di- 
sciples of Zoroaster, and mem- 
bers of the sacred or priestly 
order of Persia, which was then 
widely 
scattered 
among the 


Oriental nations,, and included 
men of exalted rank. They came 
from the East, a word which to 
the dwellers in Palestine could 
hardly have any other meaning 
than the ancient region of Chal- 
dea, lying beyond the Jordan and 
the desert. Their explanation of 
their journey to Herod was that 
they had seen an appearance in 
the heavens (whether one star, 
or many, or a comet, they did 
not say) which led them to be- 
lieve that the King of the Jews 
had been born, and they had 
come to do reverence to Him.

EROD was greatly troubled at 
hearing this, and sent for the 


chief priests and scribes to in- 
quire where the prophets had 
foretold that the Messiah should 
be born. They answered at once 
that Bethlehem was the* chosen 
place. Then Herod, having asked 
the Magi how long it was since 
they first saw the appearance in 
the sky, sent them away to Beth- 
lehem, promising that when they 
found the young Christ he also 
would come to do reverence to 
Him. . 


On their journey they saw once 


more the celestial Sign, and its 
motion was such that it guided 
them to the place where Jesus 
was. Coming into the house (for 
Joseph had now found better 
shelter than a stable), they saw 
the young Child with Mary His 
Mother, and prostrated them- 
selves before Him in worship. 


Opening their treasure chests, 
they presented to Him gifts of 
gold and frankincense and myrrh. 
Then being warned in a dream 
not to go back to Herod, they 
took another road into their own 
country. 


I 
[T was no wonder that the Christ- 


ians of Rome, painting up- 


on the walls of their underground 
hiding-places and 
cemeteries 


those rude but cheerful pictures, 
like bright flowers blossoming in 
the darkness, which expressed 
the hope and joy of their early 
faith, fixed upon this story as one 
of the first subjects of their art. 
It spoke to them of the universal- 
ity of their religion, of its swift 
passage beyond the narrow limits 
of the Jewish race, of its coming 
triumph over all lands and 
thrones, of the glory and dignity 
which touched the Christ even in 
His cradle. For the chapel and for 
the grave it had a word of prom- 
ise, glad, generous, and exultant 
In the hands of these first artists 
the picture corresponded with the 
simplicity of the gospel narrative. 
It was little more than a sketch, 
a vague outline without fixed 
form or curious detail. The num- 
ber of the Magi varied from six 
to two. 


As we go on tracing the sub- 


ject through the long series of 
representations in the fourth and 
fifth and sixth centuries we find 
its form becoming more fixed and 
particular. New details are add- 
ed: an open book, to show that 
the Magi were familiar with the 
prophecy of Balaam; a star above 
the Child to show the way in 
which He was recognized; an old 
man standing behind the chair 
of Mary and pointing upward, to 
represent Joseph or the prophet 
Isaiah, or the Holy Ghost; the 
heads of camels, to tell the story 
of the journey. The number of 
the pilgrims is fixed at three, to 
correspond with the number of 
their gifts. At length the crowns 
appear. Byzantine art shows us 
the "three kings of Orient," stiff, 
formal, glittering with gold and 
jewels, as they stride with equal 
step to present their offerings to 
the Madonna and Her Child, en- 


throned in state and guarded by 
four archangel* with star-tipped 
sceptres. 


Here we find ourselves in the 


midst of the great stream of 
legend, which takes its rise in 
the apocryphal gospel of St. 
Thongs, and flows on through 
sermons, and mysteries 
and 


miracle plays, and poems and 
chronicles until finally there is 
hardly any conceivable question 
which pious curiosity could ask 
about the Magi for which the 
pious fabulist had not an answer. 
Some of these legends are very 
beautiful, and some of them are 
very grotesque. 


If we wish Illustrations for the 


story there is hardly a single 
point of it for which we cannot 
find some creation fantastic, or 
splendid, or lovely, as the genius 
of the artist and the spirit of his 
age and country may have 
moulded his work. You have only 
to choose what you want, devout 
feeling, or gorgeous color, or dra- 
matic intensity, marble or wood 
carving, bronze or mosaic, fresco 
or oil painting, and you shall 
have it from the hand of a mas- 
ter. 


PERHAPS the most remarkable 
* and interesting of all pictures 
of the Magi is Benozzo Gozzoli's 
long fresco of the "Viaggio" in 
the Riccardi Palace at Florence. 
Now this Benozzo was a man 
most correct in his conduct, re- 
spected and beloved by his neigh- 
bors because of his amazing in- 
dustry and exemplary piety. But 
he was filled with a great passion 
of wonder and delight for all the 
creatures of God. Everything that 
was in the world seemed to him 
curious and beautiful and worthy 
to be painted, and as soon as he 
began a picture he was carried 
away with desire to show the ex- 
cellent things that he had seen 
in the Heavens above and the 
earth beneath, and the waters 
under the earth. 


So it was that when the Medici 


sent for him to adorn the chapel 
of their palace with a representa- 
tion of the Wise Men of the East, 
this quick eyed, bald headed little 
painter, working month after

month after month by lamplight 
(for there was no window in the 
room), covered the entire walls 
with the most wonderful and 
splendid procession 4hat ever was 
seen. Prancing steeds, stately 
warriors, graceful pages, wrinkled 
councilors, spearmen and hunts- 
men, footmen and horsemen, 
sleek greyhounds, leaping stags, 
spotted leopards, and keen-eyed 
hawks, all go winding forever 
through, a landscape of rock and 
-river and valley, in. which the 
pines stand straight and solemn, 
and the laurels show their glossy 


leaves and the palms lift feath- 
ery heads against the sky. 
•Michael Paleologus, Emperor 
of the East, dark, haughty, su- 
perb In his dress of green, and 
gold, rides on with his face turn- 
ed upward and his right hand up- 
on his hip looking just as he did 
when he rode through the streets 
of Florence In 1439. The gray- 
beard Patriarch, of Constantin- 
ople, the founders «£ the family 
of Medici, the painter himself 
with his name on his cap, find a 
place in the train. But the central 
figure Is beautiful young Lorenzo 


de Medici, afterward called thtt 
Magnificent. 


What has all this to do with 


the story of the gospel? Little 
enough to be sure, if we take tt 
literally; but it was the best that 
Benozzo knew of the pomp and 
splendor of earth; and if the in- 
nocent old painter could only 
have brought it all in truth to 
the feet of the infant Christ, 
Florence might have had a hap- 
pier history, and the dream of the 
Emperor Paleologus might have 
been fulfilled in the union Of 
East and West Christendom.

face that when Jesus was born 
In Bethlehem certain foreigners 
arrived at Jerusalem. 
He does 
not tell us how many they were, 
nor of what race, nor of what 
station In life; although it is fair 
to infer from th* consideration 
with which they were received at 
the court of Herod, and from the 
fact that they carried treasure 
boxes with them, that they were 
persons of great wealth and dis­ 
tinction. 
The most important statement 
In regard to them is that they 
were Magians, that is to say. di­ 
sciple* of Zoroaster, and mem­ 
bers of the sacred or priestly 
order of Persia, which was then 
widely 
scattered 
among 
the 
Oriental nations,, and Included 
men of exalted rank. They came 
from the East, a word which to 
the dwellers in Palestine could 
hardly have any other meaning 
than th* ancient regton of Chal­ 
dea, lying beyond the Jordan and 
the desert. Their explanation of 
their journey to Herod was that 
they had seen an appearance in 
the heavens (whether on* star, 
or many, or a comet, they did 
not say) which led them to be­ 
lieve that the King of the Jews 
had been bom, and they had 
come to do reverence to Him. 
% 
H 
EROD was greatly troubled at 
hearing this, and sent for the 
chief priests and scribes to in­ 
quire where the prophets had 
foretold that the Messiah should 
be bom. They answered at once 
that Bethlehem was the* chosen 
place. Then Herod, having asked 
the Magi how long It was since 
they first saw the appearance in 
the sky, sent them away to Beth­ 
lehem, promising that when they 
found the young Christ he also 
would come to do reverence to 
Him. 
On their journey they saw once 
more the celestial 8tgn, and its 
motion was such that it guided 
them to the place where Jesus 
was. Coaling into the house (for 
Joseph had now found better 
shelter than a stable), they saw 
the young Child with Mary His 
Mother, and prostrated them­ 
selves before Him in worship. 


Opening their treasure chests, 
they presented to Him gifts of 
gold and frankincense and myrrh. 
Then being warned in a dream 
not to go back to Herod, they 
took another road into their own 
country. 


I 
T was no wonder that the Christ­ 
ians of Rome, painting up­ 
on the walls of their underground 
hiding-places 
and 
cemeteries 
those rude but cheerful pictures, 
like bright flowers blossoming in 
the darkness, which expressed 
the hope and joy of their early 
faith, fixed upon this story as one 
of the first subjects of their art. 
It spoke to them of the universal­ 
ity of their religion, of its swift 
passage beyond the narrow limits 
of the Jewish race, of its coming 
triumph 
over 
all 
lands 
and 
thrones, of the glory and dignity 
which touched the Christ even in 
His cradle. For the chapel and for 
the grave it had a word of prom­ 
ise, glad, generous, and exultant. 
In the hands of these first artists 
the picture corresponded with the 
simplicity of the gospel narrative. 
It was little more than a sketch, 
a vague outline without fixed 
form or curious detail. The num­ 
ber of the Magi varied from six 
to two. 
Aa we go on tracing the sub­ 
ject through the long series of 
representations in the fourth and 
fifth and sixth centuries we find 
its form becoming more fixed and 
particular. New details are add­ 
ed; an open book, to show that 
the Magi were familiar with the 
prophecy of Balaam; a star above 
the Child to show the way in 
which He was recognized; an old 
man standing behind the chair 
of Mary and pointing upward, to 
represent Joseph or the prophet 
Isaiah, or the Holy Ghost; the 
heads of camels, to tell the story 
of the journey. The number of 
the pilgrims is fixed at three, to 
correspond with the number of 
their gifts. At length the crowns 
appear. Byzantine art shows us 
the "three kings of Orient," stiff, 
formal, glittering with gold and 
jewels, as they stride with equal 
step to present their offerings to 
the Madonna and Her Child, en­ 


throned In Mate and guarded by 
four archangels with star-tipped 
sceptres. 
Here we find ourselves in the 
midst of the great stream of 
legend, which takes its rise in 
the apocryphal gospel of St. 
Thongs, and flows on through 
sermons, 
and 
mysteries 
and 
miracle plays, and poems and 
chronicles until finally there is 
hardly any conceivable question 
which pious curiosity could ask 
about the Magi for which the 
pious fabulist had not an answer. 
Some of these legends are very 
beautiful, and some of them are 
very grotesque. 
If we wish illustrations for the 
story there is hardly a single 
point of it for which we cannot 
find some creation fantastic, or 
splendid, or lovely, as the genius 
of the artist and the spirit of his 
age 
and 
country 
may 
have 
moulded his work. You have only 
to choose what you want, devout 
feeling, or gorgeous color, or dra­ 
matic intensity, marble or wood 
carving, bronze or mosaic, fresco 
or oil painting, and you shall 
have it from the hand of a mas­ 
ter. 


PER H A PS the most remarkable 
* and interesting of all pictures 
of the Magi is Benozzo Gozzoli's 
long fresco of the "Viaggio” in 
the Riccardi Palace at florence. 
Now this Benozzo was a man 
most correct in his conduct, re­ 
spected and beloved by his neigh­ 
bors because of his amissing in­ 
dustry and exemplary piety. But 
he was filled with a great passion 
of wonder and delight for all the 
creatures of God. Everything that 
was in the world seemed to him 
curious and beautiful and worthy 
to be painted, and as soon as he 
began a picture he was carried 
away with desire to show the ex­ 
cellent things that he had seen 
in the Heavens above and the 
earth beneath, and the waters 
under the earth. 
So It was that when the Medici 
sent for him to adorn the chapel 
of their palace with a representa­ 
tion of the Wise Men of the East, 
this quick eyed, bald headed little 
painter, working month after

month after month by lamplight 
(for there was no window in the 
room), covered the entire walls 
with the most wonderful and 
splendid procession -that ever wax 
seen. 
Prancing steeds, stately 
warriors, graceful pages, wrinkled 
councilors, spearmen and hunts­ 
men, 
footmen 
and 
horsemen, 
sleek greyhounds, leaping stags, 
spotted leopards, and keen-eyed 
hawks, all go winding forever 
through a landscape of rock and 
river and valley, in which the 
pines stand straight and solemn, 
and the laurels show their glossy 


leaves and the palms lift feath­ 
ery heads against the sky. 
Michael Paleologus, Emperor 
of the East, dark, haughty, su­ 
perb In his dress of green, and 
gold, rides on with his face turn­ 
ed upward and his right hand up­ 
on his hip looking Just as he did 
when he rode through the streets 
of Florence in 1439. The gray­ 
beard Patriarch of Constantin­ 
ople, the founders e! the family 
of Medici, the painter himself 
with his name on his cap, find a 
place in the train. But the central 
figure is beautiful young Lorenzo 


de Medici, afterward called the 
Magnificent. 
What has all this to do w ith 
the story of the gospel T Ll til* 
enough to be sure, if we take It 
literally; but it was the beet that 
Benozzo knew of the pomp and 
splendor of earth; and if the in­ 
nocent old painter could only 
have brought it all in truth to 
the feet of the infant Christ, 
Florence might have had a hap­ 
pier history, and the dream of the 
Emperor Paleologus might have 
been fulfilled in the union of 
East and West Christendom.

In this earit stage pin-up girls

used, some cards picturing sin- 
gle figures from her drawings, 
others portraying dancing girls 
with garlands of flowers. 


About 1870, cards were frosted 


and fringed with heavy silk.

Should our ' government estab 


lisfa a permanent federal depart 
ment of photography to documen 
a pictorial history of the United 
States, its land and its people? 


This question arises again with 


the powerful public reaction to the 
current photographic exhibition in 
New York City's Museum of Mod- 
ern Art: "The Bitter fears: 1935- 
1941." It depicts, in 2W graphic 
pictures, the terrible struggles of 
jhe heroic people in the rural 
areas of our country through a 
period of depression. 


Here we see the visual blow- 


by-blow record of man-made and 
natural disasters. There are no 
ricks, no gimmicks, no arty 
pretensions to these photographs. 
They are straightforward, fac- 


mirrors which show how me- 


chanization of agriculture threw 
amilies out of work and out of 
heir homes and how dust storms 
and land erosion devastated whole 
areas. But the effect is shown in 
luman beings: real men, women 
and children who lived and suf- 
ered through it and survived to 
start anew. 


ICTORIAL HISTORY 
The exhibition proves our gov- 


ernment can make a valuable and 
>ermanent contribution in the 
ihotographic field of pictorial ais- 
ory.

Edward Steichen, 83-year-old deau 
of photography and departing di- 
rector of the Museum of Modem 
Art sa be selected the exhibition's 
pictures from 
government ar- 


chives. 


And it was expressed by Roy E. 


Stryker, former economics pro- 
fessor, under whose guidance and 
leadership a team of Farm Se- 
curity Administration photogra- 
phers took about 270,000 pictures 
in eight years, from which this 
exhibition is but a tiny sample. 


"The country, In 1935, was ta 


a-state of upheaval. It was ripe 
For a photographic record," said 
Stryker as we walked slowly 
through the exhibition studying the 
pictures, each of which he seemed 
to recall personally. "We can 
thank President Roosevelt's ap- 
pointment of Rexford Guy Tug- 
well as FSA administrator for the 
chance to do it. He believed in 
visual education and told me- to 
;o ahead with the project.

do, they land on the North 
stream in downtown Stockholm. 


There, on a raft moored just 


below the Opera House', they ard 
treated to vitamin enriched foods, 
veterinary care and, if necessary 
laundry service. 


And the gentle currents of the 


Stream keeps the water ice free 
enough for a daily constitutional 
swim across to the Royal Palace. 


For more than 20 years, the 


city fathers have maintained a 
number of feeding stations for 


nonmigratory birds and fowl dur- 
ing the inclement winter season. 
Some eight years ago, a few- 
swans got wise and joined the 
wintering gulls, terns and ducks 
around the feeding raft. Since 
then, the number of wintering 
swans has increased to about 400 
by the last estimate. 


Each day during the winter, the 


city Parks Department distrib- 
utes some 15 sacks of bread 
crumbs, some 200 pounds of 
wheat and corn kernels and some 
200 pounds of cabbage, calcium 
and whale oil compound to pro- 
vide the winter guests with a bal- 
anced diet. 


Injured birds are taken ashore 


for veterinary treatment; and 
feather 
dresses 
damaged by 


waste oil from the ships in the 
harbor are washed at the Skan- 
sen Animal Park. 


"They sure know when they are 


well off, these swans," city care- 
taker 
Fritz 
Israelsson com- 


mented. "They know me all rignt, 
and they recognize my truck as 
well. They see me coming way 
off in the morning, and make a 
bee-line for the feeding raft." 


The swans, along with the gulls 


and ducks, are fed each morning 


at 8. It is a great show for the 
tourists.

SWANS CHANGE 
FLIGHT HABIT 
TO BIRD HOTEL

STOCKHOLM (AP) — 
Some 
four hundred swans, by nature 
migratory birds, have abandoned 
their natural ways for the Swed­ 
ish system of benevolent social 
democracy. 
Instead of heading south at the 
first sign of winter, as any biol­ 
ogy textbook would have them 
do. 
they 
land 
on 
the 
North 
stream in downtown Stockholm. 
There, on a raft moored lust 
below the Opera House, they ard 
treated to vitamin enriched foods, 
veterinary care and, if necessary 
laundry service. 
And the gentle currents of the 
Stream keeps the water ice free 
enough for a daily constitutional 
swim across to the Royal Palace. 
For more than 20 years, the 
city fathers have maintained a 
number of feeding stations for 


nonmigratory birds and fowl dur­ 
ing the inclement winter season. 
Some eight years ago. a few 
swans got wise and joined the 
wintering gulls, terns and ducks 
around the feeding raft 
Since 
then, the number of wintering 
swans has increased to about 400 
by the last estimate. 
Each day during the winter, the 
city Parks Department distrib­ 
utes some

per, nuts, stone, straw and even

Girard constructed 
distinctive 


settings for his display. The 170 
scenes ere in an adobe-like struc- 
ture on the main floor of th« gal 
lery. In the center is a tiered 
band garden containing hundreds 
of the figures. Around the walls 
are recessed show windows ol 
varying size containing numerous 
other Nativity scenes.

Now Using Sonoray 


COLUMBIA, Mo. (AP) — Mis- 


souri livestock men have voted to 
use sonoray, a high frequency 
sound instrument, to measure 
mealiness of live animals as a 
means of selecting breeding stock. 


Sonoray is based on the princi- 


ple of the sonoscope used by the 
Navy to detect submarines. Tbt 
honoray sends out sound waves 
which are reflected back to the 
machine by the layers between. 
fat, muscle and bone in livestock. 


Using the sonoray, trained tech- 


nicians can predict with reason- 
able accuracy the size of the loin 
eye of an animal. Size of the loin 
eye indicates meatiness of an 
animal and is an important con- 
sideration in selecting breeding 
stock. In the past animals have 
had to be slaughtered to get this 
measurement.

President 
Kennedy 
nominated

money- 
handling post Septem ber 28 when 
she was enroute to 
her home 
from Washington. Arriving at her 
front stoop, she owed a cab fare 
of 12 25. 
Quickly Mrs, G ranahan handed 
the driver two bills 
and some 
small change. 
“ Lady,** the s t a r t l e d driv­ 
er said, “ You just gave me $11 — 
a ten and a one.” She thought 
she had given him two one-dollar 
bills. 
At that 
point, Mrs. Granahan 
began to 
think seriously 
about 
the possible wisdom of printing 
multi-colored paper money, with 
a different hue for each denom­ 
ination. This idea was pushed, 
without success, by the last treas­ 
urer.

Smith Gatov, who quit in April 
to return to Democratic politics 
in California.

While Mrs. G ranathan's move 
to the Treasury will fit into the 
new tradition, ii will set a prec­ 
edent on another count. She is 
the first m em ber of Congress ap­ 
pointed to the post. 
Since 1956, Mrs, G ranahan has 
been a m em ber of the House of 
Representatives, where she was 
best 
known 
for 
her 
efforts,

wise. to curb the distribution of 
pornography. 
The first woman ever elected 
to Congress from her state, she 
succeeded her late husband, Wil­ 
liam T. G ranahan. If it weren’t 
for the 1960 census, she would be 
continuing in the house.

the birth date of Christ may have 
been an effort on the part of early 
Christian leaders to counteract 
the pagan appeal of the Roman 
Saturnalia, a festival held at the 
turning of the year.

British shoplifeer is a middle- 
aged housewife. Possibly one out 
of five women is a shoplifter. 
This is the picture presented in 
a report by the Institute for the 
Study and Treatment of Delin­ 
quency 
covering 
the 
1959-1960 
period. 
The Institute, a private body, 
studied more than 500 convic­ 
tions in three London counts in 
an attempt to find out wh> people 
steal in shops. 
Peak ages of women shoplifters 
were between 51 and 60. Forty- 
two per cent of the women stole 
clothes only. Thefts of food rose 
from I per cent in 1949 to 20 per 
cent in 1959. 
BOOK STEALING AMONG M EN 
These are some of the findings 
in the report of T. C. N. Gibbons 
and Joyce Prince, both of the 
University of London: 
“The self service method of 
sale contributes 18.7 per cent of 
arrests not seen before." 
Half of the men are arrested 
for book stealing, an almost un­

Another masculine trait is the 
hoarding of useless objects. 
One independent source went 
so far as to say that one out of 
five women shoppers are shop­ 
lifters, the report says.

One thickness of linen 
diffuses the light by half; two 
thicknesses is equivalent to clos­ 
ing the lens two stops. 
If the flash reflector ai the fold­ 
ing fan type, you can control the 
light effectively * by diminishing 
the fan. Or if you can remove 
any reflector and shoot with the 
bare bulb, you reduce the light 
still more. 
These controls are useful when 
you're shooting 
very close — 
from four to seven feet — or 
When you need a weak fill-in light' 
for outdoor pictures to lighten 
deep shadows on a bright day.

vice that may come in handy 
sometime when you're shooting 
indoors. 
If t h e r e are some 
framed pictures in your view 
which show light reflections in 
the glass, you can get rid of the 
light flare fairly easily.

During temporary 
absences from her aide, he wrote her to such 
terms as "When I am not engaged in serious 
business I endeavor to preserve a mind at ease 
and keep It from brooding too much over my 
loved and absent wife. By all that is dear on 


earth, I entreat you to do the same, for separ- 
ation will not I trust be long and letters do 
everything to draw its sting. I am my dearest 
your most affectionate. J." 


Mr. Marshall wrote that particular letter 


fourteen years after his wedding to his Virginia 
sweetheart There were to be thirty-four more 
yean of marriage, then four years of incon- 
solable loneliness for the man who had become 
the greatest of Chief Justices of the United 
States. After her death, Christmas was to be 
an occasion for painful memory for him, as he 
showed- in the classic letter of loving memory 
through which he relieved his feelings on a 
melancholy Christmas. It is quoted below.

earth, I entreat you to do the same, for separ­ 
ation will not I trust be long and letters do 
everything to draw its sting. I am my dearest 
your most affectionate.

FDR. 


Francis Biddle. from the long 


and competent hue of aristocrat- 
ic and wealthy Virginia and Penn- 
sylvania Biddies, never found it 
necessary to part company with 
FDR.

However, with the faster 
films in use nowadays, we are 
apt to overpower our subjects 
with too much light, especially 
in close-ups. 


To prevent facial washouts, 


here are some of the things you 
can try in a series of shots to be 
sine °f getting some good ex- 
posures: 


If the flashgun or electronic 


flash can be removed from the 
camera, tilt it toward* die ceil- 
ing or a wall for bounce lighting. 


If the flash is on the camera, 


you can drape a handkerchief 
over It. One thickness of linen 
diffuses the light by half; two 
thicknesses is equivalent to clos- 
ing the lens two stops. 


If the flash reflector is the fold- 


ing fan type, you can control the 
light effectively • by diminishing 
the fan. Or if you can remove 
any reflector and shoot with the 
bare bulb, you reduce the light 
still more. 


These controls are useful when 


you're shooting very close —• 
from four to seven feet — or 
when you need a weak fill-in lightv 


for outdoor pictures to lighten 
deep shadows on a bright day. 


Don MoWer, the genial GE 


lighting expert from Cleveland, 
passes along another bit of ad- 
vice that may come in handy 
sometime when you're shooting 
indoors. If t h e r e are some 
framed pictures in your view 
which show light reflections in 
the glass, you can get rid of the 
light flare fairly easily. Merely 
wedge a paper match book or a 
wad of paper under the picture 
at the bottom. This will tip the 
glare upwards out of camera 
lens view while maintaining the 
homey atmosphere of the room.

Ten years ago Anneliese was 
working as a salesgirl in a shoe 
store in East Berlin where she 
lived with her parents Anneliese 
knew little about politics 
How­ 
ever, she did not like the way the 
Communists were running 
Peo­ 
ple's lives, 
“ I had no particular desire to 
go to the West at that time,” An- 
neiiese 
recalls. 
"But 
I 
knew 
many people who did.” 
SUDDEN VISIT 
One day. in July. 1952, a young 
man wearing the uniform of the 
“ People’s 
police” 
told 
her 
he 
wanted to escape to West Berlin 
and asked if she knew the ad­ 
dress (rf a refugee camp there 
3 YEARS IN JAIL 
Anneliese gave him the address 
and two hours later she was ar­ 
rested by the SSD, the State Se­ 
curity Service and secret police 
of East Germany. 
“ I spent three years in a jail 
in East Berlin, where I worked 
in the tailor shop making uni­ 
forms for the police. Then I was 
transferred to a work camp in 
Saxony where I also worked in 
the tai Ions hop” 
Anneliese 
says she 
was 
not 
treated badly in prison. The food 
Has “ relatively good.” 
In 
April. 
1957. she was 
re­ 
leased and “deported” to West 


Berlin. 
She immediately joined the As­ 
sociation of Victims of Stalinism, 
Anneliese took part in demon­ 
strations 
against 
communism, 
One of these, just three months 
after her release from Commu­ 
nist jail, took her to Bernauer 
Strasse One side of the street 
belongs to West Berlin, the other 
to the Soviet sector. 
A WAITING CAR 
Together with another girl An­ 
neliese was tacking posters on 
the doors of the houses on the 
Eastern side The other girl en­ 
tered one house, saying she just 
wanted to see if there were any 
guards. 
It was the last Anneliese ever 
saw of her, The door suddenly 
opened, 
four 
men 
poured out. 
grabbed 
Anneliese 
and 
pulled 
her into the house. 
In 
handcuffs. 
Anneliese 
was 
hustled through the back door to 
another street and packed into 
a waiting car. Again she faced 
interrogation, again five weeks 
of questioning 
“ Spreading 
political 
slander,” 
the charges read this time The 
sentence was 3li years. She be­ 
gan to serve her time in the no­ 
torious Goerlitz penitentiary. 
“ It was terrible. I was treated 
so badly that I could not keep my 
mouth shut. I spent more time 
in solitary than perhaps any oth­ 
er person in there.” 
Once she refused to enter her 
solitary cell and she Has beaten 
by female guards. “ I was so mad 
that I called them a pack of Com­ 
munist pigs.”

SIGHT FIGHT

LED BY GIRL 


NEW YORK <AP*—A striking 
brunette who lost her si#* 16 
years ago has not yet got around 
to learning Braille, acquiring a 
guide dog Or buying a cane. 
She has been too busy founding 
and heading the National Council 
to Combat Blindness Inc , better 
known as The Fight for Sight. 
Mildred Weisenfeld was six when 
she temporarily lost her sight 
during an attack of measles. At 
15 a slow diminishing of vision 
was diagnosed as a progressive 
disease of the retina which gen­ 
erally leads to blindness. 
She 
was 23 when her eyes were op­ 
erated on, unsuccessfully, and she 
was blind. 
QUESTIONED RESEARCH 
She recalls. “ I think I had sur­ 
gery done in February. I began 
immediately to ask. ‘How many 
others are there like myself?’ 
and 'What Is being done about re­ 
search?’ 
“I began asking questions of 
the surgeon 
in 
the 
institution 
where the operation was done. 
“I found out there were hun­ 
dreds of agencies for rehabili­ 
tation of the blind, others focus­ 
ing on educational programs for 
eye care, but no agency con­ 


centrating its effort* on funds

Years In Red Prison 


By JOHN 0. KOEHLER 


BERLIN 
(AP) — Annehese 


Kirks is only 30 years old but she 
has spent nearly one third of her 
life in jail because she refused 
to hide her hatred of communism. 


"They did a terrible thing to 


me and I will never let them for- 
get it," says the slightly built 
woman as she related how she 
spent 9>4 years in East German 
prisons 


Ten years ago Anneliese was 


working as a salesgirl in a shoe 
store in East Berlin where she 
lived with her parents. Anneliese 
knew little about politics How- 
ever, she did not like the way the 
Communists were running peo- 
ple's Ihes. 


"I had no particular desire to 


go to the West at that time," An- 
neliese recalls 
"But I knew 


many people who did." 
SUDDEN VISIT 


One day. in July. 1952, a young 


man wearing the uniform of the 
"people's police" told her he 
wanted to escape to West Berlin 
and asked if she knew the ad- 
dress of a refugee camp there. 
3 YEARS IN JAIL 


Anneliese gave him the address 


and two hours later she was ar- 
rested by the SSD, the State Se- 
curity Service and secret police 
of East Germany. 


"I spent three years in a jail 


in East Berlin, where I worked 
in the tailor shop making uni- 
forms for the police Then I was 
transferred to a work camp in 
Saxony where I also worked in 
•the tailorshop." 


Anneliese says she was not 


'treated badly in prison. The food 
Was "relatively good." 


In April, 1957, she was re- 


leased and "deported" to West 


Berlin. 


She immediately joined the As- 


sociation of Victims of Stalinism. 


Anneliese took part in demon- 


strations 
against communism. 


One of these, just three months 
after her release from Commu- 
nist jail, took her to Bernauer 
Strasse. One' side of the street 
belongs to West Berlin, the other 
to the Soviet sector. 
A WAITING CAR 


Together with another girl An- 


neliese was tacking posters on 
the doors of the houses on the 
Eastern side The other girl en- 
tered one house, saying she just 
wanted to see if there were any 
guards. 


It was the last Anneliese ever 


saw of her 
The door suddenly 


opened, four men poured out, 
grabbed 
Anneliese and pulled 


:ier into the house. 


In 
handcuffs, 
Anneliese 
was 


hustled through the back door to 
another street and packed into 
a waiting car 
Again she faced 


interrogation, again five weeks 
of questioning 


"Spreading political slander," 


the charges read this time The 
sentence was 3Vz years. She be- 
gan to serve her time in the no- 
ionous Goerlitz penitentiary. 


"It was terrible. I was treated 


so badly that I could not keep my 
mouth shut. I spent more time 
in solitary than perhaps any oth- 
er person in there " 


Once s*he refused to enter her 


solitary cell and she was beaten 
by female guards. "I was so mad 
that I called them a pack of Com- 
munist pigs." 


This outburst Brought her an 


other 19 months behind bars and 
she was transferred to the SSD 
prison in Halle, where conditions

Manger Once 
Pagan Site 


Gathered in the Church of the 


Nativity, thousands of Christians 
from around the world will wor- 
ship in Bethlehem this Christmas. 
A highlight of their pilgrimage is, 
for most, a visit to the Grotto of 
the Nativity—traditionally at least 
the manger where Christ was 
born 


Opposition to Christianity in the 


first years of the new religion 
actually led to the preservation 
of the manger—an improvisec 
stable in a cave hewn out of rock 
near the center of the hill town 0 
Bethlehem 


Tne Roman emperor Hadrian 


who ruled from 117 to 138 A.D. 
sought to halt the fast spread of 
Christianity, and he had the cave 
concerted to a grotto for the wor- 
sh'p 
of the pagan god Apollo. 


The \ery fact that the ca\e was 
marked, though for pagan pur- 
poses, helped to preserve knowl- 
edge of the site of the Nativity. 


Later a silver star was set in 


the-stone floor of the cave, and 
since 1873 each regime to rule 
Bethlehem—now a part of Jordan 
—has posted night and day guard

invulnerable to bullets. 
A housebreaker has a set of 
ruses, each one calculated to put 
the occupants of a home into a 
deep sleep and permit the thief 
to loot at will. 
One is a specially prepared in­ 
cense that is supposed to guaran­ 
tee eight hours of unconsciousness. 
Rapping on the front door at 
midnight with a bone taken from 
a man who died on a Saturday is 
another method.

*&ILENTLT, like thoughts that 


»J come and go, the snow/lakes 
fall, each one a gem," William 
Hamilton Gibson observed in awe. 
He was both an artist and dis- 
tinguished writer on natural his- 
tory. The wonder of the sym- 
metrical crystallization of snow- 
flakes moved him, and he sought 
to show their miraculous beauty 
in drawings. He found 'gem' not 
an adequate description. 


The snowflake also has been 


likened to a flower. To many a 
walker in a light snowstorm who 
Is attentive to individual flakes 
that fall upon his sleeve or glove, 
»flower" appears an apt simile. 


Snowflakes do in fact blossom 


somewhat as some flowers spring 
up from earth in a single night. 
Snow 1* crystallized moisture 
which drops from the atmosphere 
when the temperature is 32 de- 
grees or lower. The crystals take 
geometrical arrangements, most 
commonly in the form of six- 
fdfated stars. 


The flake varies from an inch 


to 7/100ths of an inch in diam- 
eter, the largest being created 
When the temperature is near 32 
degrees, and the smallest at very 
low temperatures. Thus the sym- 
metrical Deauty of all except the 
largest is not visible to the naked 
eye., But in all sizes, every one 
is nearly perfect in conformation. 


More than 1,000 distinctly differ- 
ent varieties have been recorded. 


These forms have been classi- 


fied scientifically like fiowera, 
plants and trees. The five main 
classifications are: 
1. Thin plates, the most numer- 


ous class, with, several hundred 
forms of the most exquisite 
beauty. 
2. Spherical nuclei, or plane 


figures, studded with needle- 
shaped crystals. 


3. Six, or more rarely, three- 


aided, prismatic crystals. 


4. Pyramids of six sides. 
5. Prismatic crystals, having 


at their ends and middle thin 
plates perpendicular to their 
length. 


The forms of the crystals in 


the same fall of snow are gen- 
erally similar to each other. 


Invention of the microscope in 


the 17th century should have 
stimulated study of this wondrous 
work of nature, but the first com- 
prehensive description of the 
various forms in each classifica- 
tion was the work of a whale 
fisherman, William Scoresby. to 
1820, while snowed in. He clari- 
fied the structures of types which 
had been faultily identified or 
overlooked by previous observers. 


Through strange coincidence, a 


similar record—with 86 sketches 
of snow crystals—was produced 
simultaneously in. far-off Japan, 
by an artist named Toshitsura 
DoL His sketches are among the 
most beautiful exhibitions of 
mother (or father) Nature as 


artist that existed before the. de- 
velopment of microphotography 
unveiled crystallography at large. 


The great pioneer in. photo- 


micrography of mow crystals 
was Wilson A. Bentley, of Jeri- 
cho, Vermont. Beginning the win- 
ter of 1885 as a hobby, Bentley 
patiently obtained more than 
5,000 clear pictures of these mir- 
aculous structures. 


A more comprehensive exposi- 


tion emerged from yean of study 
and photography by a Japan- 
ese scientist, Ukichiro Nakaya. 
His album is available in Eng- 
lish: Snout Crystals, Natural and 
Artificial, published by Harvard 
University Press. 


Looking at the plates in the 


Nakaya master volume, one feels 
them to be graphically visible 
proofs of a Divine plan. No ac- 
cidental or mechanistic system of 
creation such as materialists 
preach or accept could possibly 
produce or eventuate in such an. 
orderly variety—repeated end- 
lessly—of symmetrically crystal- 
lized "flowers" in the atmosphere. 


Any one disposed to doubt on 


this subject can easily see for 
himself when snow falls, with a 
gift microscope, by capturing 
flakes. The wonder formation of 
snow crystals in the sky can be 
observed via telescope even in 
wanner Christmas climates. Jet 
plane travelers often look down 
on the phenomenon. For ciri*us 
clouds at altitudes of four to 
seven miles above the earth con- 
sist principally of ice crystals.

•Q TLEN TLY, like thought* that 
conic and go, tha moo)flake* 
fall, coch one a gem/* William 
Hamilton Gibson observed in awe. 
He was both an artist and dis­ 
tinguished writer on natural his­ 
tory. The wonder of the sym­ 
metrical crystallization of snow­ 
flakes moved him, and he sought 
to show their miraculous beauty 
In drawings. He found ‘gem’ not 
an adequate description. 
The snowflake also has been 
likened to a flower. To many a 
walker in a light snowstorm who 
is attentive to individual flakes 
that fall upon his sleeve or glove, 
•‘flowed* appears an apt simile, 
Snowflakes do in fact blossom 


somewhat as some flowers spring 
up from earth in a single night. 
Snow Is crystal luted 
moisture 
which drops from the atmosphere 
when the temperature is 32 de­ 
grees or lower. The crystals take 
geometrical arrangements, most 
commonly In the form of six- 
pointed stars. 
Tho flake varies from an inch 
to 7/100tha of an inch in diam­ 
eter, the largest being created 
when the temperature is near 32 
degrees, and the smallest at very 
low temperatures. Thus the sym­ 
metrical beauty of all except the 
largest la not visible to the naked 
•ye. But in all sizes, every one 
Is nearly perfect in conformation. 


More than 1,000 distinctly differ­ 
ent varieties have been recorded. 
These forms have been classi­ 
fied scientifically like flower*, 
plants and trees. The five main 
classifications aret 
1. Thin plates, the most numer­ 
ous class, with several hundred 
forms of the most exquisite 
beauty. 
2. Spherical nuclei, or plane 
figures, 
studded with needle- 
shaped crystals. 
3. Six, or more rarely, three­ 
sided, prismatic crystals. 
4. Pyramids of six sides. 
5. Prismatic crystals, having 
at their ends and middle thin 
plates 
perpendicular 
to 
their 
length. 
The forms of the crystals in 
the same fall of snow are gen­ 
erally similar to each other. 
Invention of the microscope in 
the 17th century should have 
stimulated study of this wondrous 
work of nature, but the first com­ 
prehensive 
description of the 
various forms in each classifica­ 
tion was the work of a whale 
fisherman, William Scoresby, in 
1820, while snowed in. He clari­ 
fied the structures of types which 
had been faultily identified or 
overlooked by previous observers. 
Through strange coincidence, a 
similar record—with 86 sketches 
of snow crystals—was produced 
simultaneously in far-off Japan, 
by an artist named Toahltsura 
Poi. His sketches are among the 
most 
beautiful 
exhibitions 
of 
mother (or father) Nature as 


artist that existed before the de­ 
velopment of microphotography 
unveiled crystallography at large. 
The great pioneer in photo­ 
micrography of snow crystals 
was Wilson A. Bentley, of Jeri­ 
cho, Vermont Beginning the win­ 
ter of 1885 as a hobby, Bentley 
patiently obtained 
more 
than 
5,000 clear pictures of these m ir­ 
aculous structures, 
A more comprehensive exposi­ 
tion emerged from years of study 
and photography by a Japan­ 
ese scientist, Ukichiro N ak ay a. 
His album is available in Eng­ 
lish: Snow Crystal*, Natural and 
Artificial, published by Harvard 
University Press. 
Looking a t the plates in the 
Nak&ya master volume, one feels 
them to be graphically visible 
proofs of a Divine plan. No ac­ 
cidental or mechanistic system of 
creation such 
as materialists 
preach or accept could possibly 
produce or eventuate in such an 
orderly variety—repeated 
end­ 
lessly—-of symmetrically crystal­ 
lized “flowers” in the atmosphere. 
Any one disposed to doubt on 
this subject can easily see for 
himself when snow falls, with a 
gift microscope, by capturing 
flakes. Tho wonder formation of 
snow crystals In the sky can be 
observed via telescope even in 
warmer Christmas climates. Jet 
plane travelers often look down 
on th* phenomenon. For circus 
clouds a t altitudes of four to 
seven miles above the earth con­ 
sist principally of ice crystals.

are lights, a television camera 
and sonar gear which feed back 
to a monitoring console aboard 
the ship. 


Robots already have plunged 


into the depths and proved they 
can do jobs beyond the brawn 
and endurance of the toughest 
men. And in January they'll go to 
work, off the coast of northern 
California.

[E POINSETTIA, that re- 
splendent scarlet and green 
plant now closely associated with 
Christmas 
In Mexico, Central 
American republics, the United 
States and other countries, owes 
its popular name, appropriately, 
to a man characterized by many 
years of efforts in behalf of in­ 
ternational good will and peace. 
He, Joel Poinsett, a native of 
South Carolina, was educated in 
Connecticut, England, Scotland 
and Portugal. Almost as varied 
In his pursuits as Benjamin 
Franklin, Poinsett qualified as 
an expert in botany, medicine, 
law. 
diplomacy, 
mathematics, 
military 
engineering, gunnery. 
(He studied the latter two pro­ 
fessions at the British military 
academy at Woolwich.) 
Poinsett naturally made him­ 
self a linguist. What interested 
him most was advancement of 
individual freedom and of under­ 
standing between peoples of dif­ 
ferent nations and races. In gain­ 
ing knowledge and acquaintance­ 
ship he hoped would be helpful 
in contributing to that end, the

throughout Europe and went to 
Asia. 
Having been made aware while 
Secretary of State of Mr. Poin­ 
sett's abilities, James Madison

America, to establish friendly 
relations between the 
United 
States and the various national­ 
istic groups in that continent, 
where the struggles for freedom 
from Spain had begun. 
Having completed this mission 
to the satisfaction of the Madi­ 
son administration, Mr. Poinsett 
wrote reports on the peoples and 
their aspirations that were bene­ 
ficial in arousing support. 
He 
also served in the South Caro­ 
lina legislature and was elected 
to Congress before he was again, 
in 1822, enlisted as a Presidential 
special 
representative. 
James 
Monroe sent him on a special 
mission to Mexico. After break­ 
ing off the yoke of Spain, Mexi­ 
cans had fallen under the sway 
of Gen. Augustin Iturbe, who 
overthrew the Republic to de­ 
clare 
himself 
emperor. 
With 
Poinsett on the scene, the United 
States* weight of influence waa 
against the usurper. Iturbe was 
deposed in 1824. The restored 
republican regime approved with 
enthusiasm when Poinsett was 
appointed the United States Min­ 
ister in Mexico City. During the 
ensuing four year term (1825- 
29) Poinsett formed such regard 
for the neighbor nation that he 
was to be strongly opposed to 
the war into which the United 
States entered with Mexico in 
1846. 
H 
E studied flora and fauna 
of the country, and saw 
that herboriums in the United 
States and elsewhere were made 
acquainted by letters and speci­ 
mens with varieties that had 
been overlooked by earlier plant 
explorers. 
Poinsett knew how many con­ 
sequential botanical discoveries 
had been made in Mexico and 


Central America, where tobacco, 
com, the "Irish" potato, and 
cocos were among the plants cul­ 
tivated long before Europeans 
found either of the American 
continents. These discoveries of 
the Spanish had enriched Europe 
more than all the gold the con­ 
quistadors found in the Amer­ 
icas. From Mexico had come 
one of the most colorful of flow­ 
ers, the marigold. 
Cortez, the 
Spanish conqueror of that coun­ 
try, had carried seed of it to 
Europe, where it became the 
custom for the devout to place 
the blossoms at the altar of the 
Virgin Mary. Hence the name 
"Mary's Gold,’* which was con­ 
tracted to marigold. 
Incidentally, the marigold plant 
is easy to grow from seed and 
does well in most climates, ss 
evidenced by the fact that it 
thrives in gardens in all of the 
fifty United States, even as far 
north as Alaska and In the tropi­ 
cal humidity of Hawaii. This 
flower from Mexico could be an 
emblem of international fellow­ 
ship. 
As s o c ia tio n with the christ­ 
mas festival In Mexico of the 
scarlet-bracted blossoms of an­ 
other plant brought its floral 
beauty to the attention of Poin­ 
sett. A white-bracted variety of 
the plant also was found in Mex­ 
ico and Central America. Having 
excitedly observed the methods 
of propagation of Flor de la 
Noche Buena (Flower of the 
Holy Night, or Christmas Eve) 
practised by Mexican gardeners, 
P o i n s e t t dispatched carefully 
packed cuttings of his discovery 
to various addressees accom­ 
panied by instructions for plant­ 
ing and tending. 
Botanists were to refer to it

as scientifically as Euphorbia 
pulchcrrima, but Poinsett’s name 
was affixed almost immediately 
in popular usage. 
As early as 1836, Dr, Henry 
Perrine commented in the New 
Philosophical Journal, Edinburgh, 
on the arrival at a popular botan­ 
ical exhibition place: 
"Poinsettia pulcherrima • . • 
By whom this truly splendid^ 
plant was communicated to Will- 
denow'a Herborium I am not in­ 
formed but it wa* discovered by 
Mr. Poinsett in Mexico, and sent 
by him to Charleston in 1828 and 
afterward to Mr. Buist of Phila­ 
delphia." 
I 
T was natural for Poinsett to 
have sent specimens to Edin­ 
burgh. where he had attended 
medical school and roamed the 
botanical garden. Robert Buist 
was nurseryman specializing in 
tropical plants, and the experi-

rnents he was prompted to start 
with the cuttings from Poinsett 
produced stocks of sturdy plants 
that started the polnsettla’s be­ 
coming 
& 
favored Christmas 
home decoration in the United 
States. 
Coincidentally, English 
nurserymen had success in in­ 
troducing it to their countrymen. 
Albert Ecke, a Swiss who had 
settled In California became inter­ 
ested in improving the plant and 
he made Encinitas, near San Die­ 
go, "the poinsettia capital of the 
world." 
Although another species of 
the genus somewhat resembles 
the poinsettia and grows wild in 
the United States, where it is 
cultivated in gardens as an an­ 
nual 
(called 
"Mexican 
Fire 
Plant"), the poinsettia requires 
skilled care away from its nat­ 
ural habitats in Mexico and Cen­ 
tral America. It is a sensitive 
plant that will drop ita leaves 


when conditions of soli, moisture 
or temperature displease i t When 
pleased completely and continu­ 
ously, a plant sometimes resumes 
a height of ten feet 


"TTHE plants generally are pro- 
* pagated by cuttings made by 
nurserymen in Spring. An au­ 
thority advises, "When taken off 
with a heel of the plant, cuttings 
strike freely in brisk heat. They 
require good, leafy loam, with an 
addition of one-sixth of leaf mould 
and a little sand, and should be 
kept in a heat of from 65 degrees 
to 70 degrees at night with a 
rise of IO per cent by day. 
About August they may bo in­ 
ured to a heat of 50 degrees at 
night, and should be placed out 
of doors for a month under a 
south wall in the full sun. This 
treatment matures and prepares 
them for flowering. In Autumn 
they must be removed to a house 


where the temperature is 50 de­ 
grees at night, and by the end of 
September seme of them may bs 
placed In the greenhouse, where 
they will come into flower, the 
remainder being placed under 
heat for later succession.’* 
The mature plants can be 
stored away after Christmas 
blooming for a dormant season, 
then revived in May by gradual 
watering in a 60-degree tempera­ 
ture. 
Joel Poinsett spent his last 
years In South Carolina endeav­ 
oring to prevent the tide of feel­ 
ing aroused by the struggle be­ 
tween President Jackson and 
John C. Calhoun from propagat­ 
ing a Civil War, and continuing 
his collecting and presenting to 
scientific societies of botanical 
and other natural history speci- 
mens. He also founded the Aca­ 
demy of Fine Arts, In Charleston. 
He died in 1851.

Joel Roberts Poinsett. 


rpHE POINSETTIA, that re- 
1 splendent scarlet and green 
plant now closely associated with 
Christmas in Mexico, Central 
American republics, the United 
States and other countries, owes 
Its popular name, appropriately, 
to a man characterized by many 
years of efforts in behalf of in- 
ternational good will and peace. 


He, Joel Poinsett, a native of 


South Carolina, was educated in 
Connecticut, England, Scotland 
end Portugal. Almost as varied 
to his pursuits as Benjamin 
Franklin, Poinsett qualified as 
an expert in botany, medicine, 
law. diplomacy, 
mathematics, 


military engineering, gunnery. 
(He studied the latter two pro- 
fessions at the British military 
academy at Woolwich.) 


Poinsett naturally made him- 


self a linguist. What interested 
Jiim most was advancement, of 
Individual freedom and of under- 
standing between peoples of dif- 
ferent nations and races. In gain- 
ing knowledge and acquaintance- 
ship he hoped would be helpful 
in contributing to that end, the 
South 
Carolinian 
traveled 


throughout Europe and went to 
Asia. 
Having been made aware while 


Secretary of State of Mr. Poin- 
sett's abilities, James Madison 
sent Poinsett as a special Presi- 
dential representative to South 


America, to establish friendly 
relations between the United 
States and the various national- 
istic groups in that continent, 
where the struggles for freedom 
from Spain had begun. 


Having completed this mission 


to the satisfaction of the Madi- 
son administration, Mr. Poinsett 
wrote reports on the peoples and 
their aspirations that were bene- 
ficial in arousing support He 
also served in the South Caro- 
lina legislature and was elected 
to Congress before he was again, 
in 1822, enlisted as a Presidential 
special 
representative. 
James 


Monroe sent him on a special 
mission to Mexico. After break- 
ing off the yoke of Spain, Mexi- 
cans had fallen under the sway 
of Gen. Augustin Iturbe, who 
overthrew the Republic to de- 
clare himself 
emperor. With 


Poinsett on the scene, the United 
States' weight of influence was 
against the usurper. Iturbe was 
deposed in 1824. The restored 
republican regime approved with 
enthusiasm when Poinsett was 
appointed the United States Min- 
ister in Mexico City. During the 
ensuing four year term (1825- 
29) Poinsett formed such regard 
for the neighbor nation that he 
was to be strongly opposed to 
the war into which the United 
States entered with Mexico in 
1816. 


TIE Studied flora and fauna 
*1 of the country, and saw 
that herboriuma in the United 
States and elsewhere were made 
acquainted by letters and speci- 
mens with varieties that had 
been overlooked by earlier plant 
explorers. 
Poinsett knew how many con- 


sequential botanical discoveries 
had been made in Mexico and 


Central America, where tobacco, 
corn, the "Irish" potato, and 
cocoa were among the plants cul- 
tivated long before Europeans 
found either of the American 
continents. These discoveries of 
the Spanish had enriched Europe 
more than all the gold the con- 
quistadors found in the Amer- 
icas. From Mexico had come 
one of the most colorful of flow- 
ers, the marigold. Cortez, the 
Spanish conqueror of that coun- 
try, had carried seed of it to 
Europe, where it became the 
custom for the devout to place 
the blossoms at the altar of the 
Virgin Mary. Hence the name 
"Mary's Gold," which, was con- 
tracted to marigold. 
Incidentally, the marigold plant 


is easy to grow from seed and 
does well in most climates, as 
evidenced by the fact that it 
thrives in gardens in all of the 
fifty United States, even as far 
north as Alaska and in the tropi- 
cal humidity of Hawaii. This 
flower from Mexico could be an 
emblem of international fellow- 
ship. 


A SSOCIATION with the Christ- 
*V mas festival in Mexico of the 
scarlet-bracted blossoms of an- 
other plant brought its floral 
beauty to the attention of Poin- 
sett. A white-bracted variety of 
the plant also was found in Mex- 
ico and Central America. Having 
excitedly observed the methods 
of propagation of Flor de To. 
Noche Buena (Flower of the 
Holy Night, or Christmas Eve) 
practised by Mexican gardeners, 
Poinsett dispatched carefully 
packed cuttings of his discovery 
to various addressees 
accom- 


panied by instructions for plant- 
ing and tending. 


Botanists were to refer to it

as scientifically as Euphorbia, 
pulcherrima, but Poinsett'a name 
was affixed almost immediately 
in popular usage. 


As early as 1836, Dr. Henry 


Perrine commented in the New 
Philosophical Journal, Edinburgh, 
on the arrival at a popular botan- 
ical exhibition place: 


"Poinsettia pulcherrima . . . 


By whom this truly splendid 
plant was communicated to Will- 
denow's Herborium I am not in- 
formed but it was discovered by 
Mr. Poinsett in Mexico, and sent 
by him to Charleston in 1828 and 
afterward to Mr. Biust of Phila- 
delphia." 
I 


T was natural for Poinsett to 


have sent specimens to Edin- 


burgh, where he had attended 
medical school and roamed the 
botanical garden. Robert Buist 
was nurseryman specializing in 
tropical plants, and the experi- 


ments he was prompted to start 
with the cuttings from Poinsett 
produced stocks of sturdy plants 
that started the poinsettta's be- 
coming a favored Christmas 
home decoration in the United 
States. Coincidentally, English 
nurserymen had success in in- 
troducing it to their countrymen, 
Albert Ecke, a Swiss who had 
settled in California became inter- 
ested in. improving the plant and 
he made Encinitas, near San Die- 
go, "the poinsettia capital of the 
world." 


Although anothef species of 


the genus somewhat resembles 
the poinsettia and grows wild in 
the United States, where it is 
cultivated in gardens as an an- 
nual 
(called 
"Mexican Fire 


Plant"), tna poinsettia requires 
skilled care away from its nat- 
ural habitats in Mexico and Cen- 
tral America. It is a sensitive 
plant that will drop its leaves 


when conditions of soil, moisture 
or temperature displease it When 
pleased completely and continu- 
ously, a plant sometimes readies 
a height of ten feet. 


npHE plants generally are pro- 
* pagated by cuttings made by 
nurserymen in Spring. An au- 
thority advises, "When taken off 
with a heel of the plant, cuttings 
strike freely in brisk heat. They 
require good, leafy loam, with an 
addition of one-sixth of leaf mould 
and a little sand, and should be 
kept in a heat of from 65 degrees 
to 70 degrees at night, with a 
rise of 10 per cent by day. 
About August they may be in- 
ured to a heat of 50 degrees- at 
night, and should be placed out 
of doors for a month under a 
south wall in the fun sun. This 
treatment matures and prepares 
them for flowering, m Autumn 
they must be removed to a house 


where the temperature is 50 de- 
grees at night, and by the end of 
September some of them may b9 
placed in the greenhouse, where 
they will come into flower, the 
remainder being placed Binder 
heat for later succession." 


The mature plants can ba 


stored away after Christmas 
blooming for a dormant season, 
then revived in May by gradual 
watering in a 60-degree tempera- 
ture. 


Joel Poinsett spent his last 


years in South Carolina endeav- 
oring to prevent the tide of feel* 
ing aroused by the struggle be* 
tween President Jackson and 
John C. Calhoun from propagat- 
ing a Civil War, and continuing 
his collecting and presenting to 
scientific societies of botanical 
and other natural history sped* 
mens. He also founded the Aca- 
demy of Fine Arts, in Charleston. 
He died in 1851.

SPAPFRI 
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News-starved Public Eager 


To See End Of Paper Strike 


Take away more than 6,2 million 
newspapers a day and li/e just 
isn’t the same in either New York 
or Cleveland, 
It leaves the reading public of 
the two cities with a gnawing 
hunger for news, advertising, fa­ 
miliar features that capsule pres­ 
entations from other sources can’t 
banish To keep abreast of the 
local, national and world news 
means a daily battle. 
And K has its serious financial 
implications. 
At 
the height of 
the Christmas shopping season 
there ore no ads to help move 
the merchandise. Theaters, from 
the neighborhood movie to the 
Broadway houses, are drained. 
Stockholders hardly know whether 
they are winning or losing with­ 
out their familiar financial pages 
and closing prices, 
CLOSED BY STRIKES 
The major daily newspapers of 
both New York City and Cleve­ 
land are shut down as result of 
strikes 
New York has been without its 
nine primary newspapers—some 
5.5 million copies daily—since De­ 
cember 9 when four publishing 
firms were struck and five more 
ceased publication, pending the 
end of the strike Cleveland's prin­ 
cipal morning and afternoon pa­ 
pers — representing daily circula­ 
tion of more than 700,000—have 
been gone since November 29. 
Struggling amid the worst win­ 
ter weather in YI years, Cleve­ 
land area residents are confronted 
with quest ions such as: 
Will 
Rosedale 
School 
have 
classes for junior to attend to­ 
day? 
Is the factory where dad works 
going to operate the third shift? 
CLEVELA N D SUFFERS 
Are buses running on Lorain 
Ave. so mother can go downtown 
lo do her Christmas shopping? 


The problems a rt akin to those 
in New York. 
How many of the city's base­ 
ball fans know their amarin' Meta 
traded Felix Mantilla to the Bos­ 
ton Red Sox for Pumpsie Green 
ami Tracy Stallard? How many 
col lima4; have they missed that 
would have reminded them that 
Stallard threw the ball for Roger 
Maris’ 61st homer? 
Was the new show on Broad­ 
way a hit or a miss—or was there 
a new show? Two shows opened 
off Broadway amid the news- 
paperless days in the city. (“Hid­ 
den Stranger,” a drama scheduled 
to open December 29 put off its 
curtain-raising until an unspeci­ 
fied time in January “in hopes 
the newspaper strike will have 
ended by then.” ) 
What’s on at the movies, some 
ask. while others are hard-put 
because the “help wanted" ads 
aren't there to consult. 
BRID G E ATTEM PTED 
In both cities there have been 
urgent efforts to fill the gap— 
but it is clear there is a breach 
that only can be spanned by count­ 
less newspapers. 
In Geveland, 12 full-time regu­ 
lar newsmen from the struck pa­ 
pers have been added to KYW 
radio and TV’ journalistic staffs. 
News broadcasts have been in­ 
creased from 20 to 30 a day and 
lengthened. Suburban and out-of- 
town newspapers are being sold, 
but in nowhere near the volume 
of the shut-down papers’ usual 
circulation. 
“We’ve lost 3.000 daily custom­ 
ers,” said Vincent Gallagher, as­ 
sistant manager of a concern op­ 
erating six downtown newsstands. 
“These people just pass us by 
now. There has been some in­ 
crease in sales of news magazines 
and TV listings, but it’s not the 
terne as newspapers.” 


In New York, radio and TV ef­ 
forts have been stepped up. Some 
neighborhood and college news­ 
papers 
have tried going “big 
time" with expanded coverage 
and boosted circulations. Out-of- 
town newspaper sales have been 
brisk. 
STORES USE POSTERS 
Advertisers in New York have 
been forced to turn to other me­ 
dia, but many feel moved to sup­ 
plement their emergency ad pro­ 
gram with poster ads on subway 
car windows under a rental plan 
offered by the city. Some list 
wares and prices on old-fashioned 
blackboards in their display win­ 
dows. But at home, the pages- 
upon-pages of advertising for all 
sorts of goods and services are 
sorely missed. 
Said Norman Weehsler, mer­ 
chandise manager of Halle's in 
Cleveland: “We have increased 
our radio and television advertis­ 
ing but we are going to cut back 
because we think that, although. 
it might be complementary to 
newspaper advertising, it is not 
a substitute." Stores, particularly 
ones in downtown areas, report 
sales drops during the usually 
busy season and attribute it to 
the newspaper shutdown.

In turkey feasting lasts 
for three days, when great quan­ 
tities of coffee, sweets, fruit and 
lebban, a form of sour milk, are 
consumed.

News-starved Public Eager 
To See End Of Paper Strike 


Take away more than 6.2 million 


newspapers a day and life just 
isn't tihe same in either New York 
or Cleveland. 


It leaves the reading public of 


the two cities with a gnawing 
hunger for news, advertising, fa- 
miliar features that capsule pres- 
entations from other sources can't 
banish. To keep abreast of the 
local, national and world news 
means a daily battle. 


And it has its serious financial 


implications. At the height of 
the Christmas shopping season 
there are no ads to help move 
the merchandise. Theaters, from 
the neighborhood movie to the 
Broadway houses, are drained. 
Stockholders hardly know whether 
they are winning or losing with- 
out their familiar financial pages 
end closing prices. 
CLOSED BY STRIKES 


The major daily newspapers of 


both New York City and Cleve- 
land are shut down as result of 
strikes. 


New York has been without its 


nine primary newspapers—some 
5.5 million copies daily—since De- 
cember 9 when four publishing 
firms were struck and five more 
ceased publication, pending tihe 
end of the strike. Cleveland's prin- 
cipal morning and afternoon pa- 
pers—representing daily circula- 
tion of more than 700,000—have 
been gone since November 29. 


Struggling amid the worst win- 


ter weather in 12 years, Cleve- 
land area residents-are confronted 
with questions such as:

radio and TV journalistic staffs. 
News broadcasts have been in- 
creased from 20 to 30 a day and 
lengthened. Suburban and out-of- 
town newspapers are being sold 
but in nowhere near the volume 
of the shut-down papers' usual 
circulation. 


"We've lost 3,000 daily custom- 


ers," said Vincent Gallagher, as- 
sistant manager of a concern op- 
erating six downtown newsstands 
"These people just pass us by 
now.

Some list 
wares and prices on old-fashioned 
blackboards in their display win- 
dows. But at home, the pages- 
upon-pages of advertising for all 
sorts of goods and services are 
sorely missed. 


Said Norman Wechsler. mer- 


chandise manager of Halle's in 
Cleveland: "We have increased 
our radio and television advertis- 
ing but we are going to cut back 
because we think that, although, 
it might be complementary to 
newspaper advertising, it is not 
a substitute." Stores, particularly 
ones in downtown areas, report 
sales drops during the usually 
busy season and attribute it to 
the newspaper Shutdown. 


Even funeral directors report

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EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH TRIES 
LAY MINISTRY

ROYAL OAK. Mich. (AP)-An 


Episcopal parish which has grown 
so large its clergy find at impos- 
sible to make all of the traditional 
personal visits is meeting the 
problem by having members call 
upon each other. 


St. John's Church terms this 


the ministry of the laity—lay mem- 
bers who volunteer to make calls 
on an organized basis so that the 
1,500 families will be visited at 
least once a year, apart from any 
effort to raise money. 


"This is not intended to sup- 


plant the work of the clergy," 
says the Rev- Canon John M. 
Shufelt, in his third year as rector 
of St. John's. "There are certain 
functions which we must perform 
which the laity cannot. But it does 
fulfill a God-given task placed up- 
on every . Christian, namely, to 
witness actively for what he be- 
lieves." 
ONLY SUCH PROJECT 


Canon Shufelt says that as far 


as he knows "ours is the only 
such -project anywhere in the 
Episcopal Church which is entire- 
ly separated from the financial 
canvass, but we are beginning to 
have injuries from other par- 


ishes." 


St. John's, in the northern sub- 


urbs of Detroit, ie in the top five 
per cent in size among all ^pis- 
copal parishes with some 4,000 
persons, of whom 2,300 have been 
confirmed in the church. It em- 
ploys two clergymen—Canon Shu- 
felt &nd the Rev. Marshall Hunt- 
and hopes to add a third in the 
coming year. 


Canon Shufelt and the vestry of 


the church discussed the problems 
of size when he came to the parish 
from St. Paul's Cathedral church 
in Detroit in the fall of I960. 
TRIED FIRST IN '61 


"The idea of our ministry of the 


laity didn't come from any cttie 
mind," he recalls. "But it grew 
out of these talks,and developed 
as a matter of practical neces- 
sity." 


First tried in the summer of 


1961, the system was enlarged and 
refined for a second set of calls 
completed this fall. 


The primary questions asked 


by the callers dealt with what the 
parishioner 
was doing at the 


church, what he would like to do 
and what he would like the church 
to do for him. Additionally, the 
callers helped bring up to date 
the .church record of. each family 
showing births, deaths, marriages, 
baptisms and the like.

Early Settlers

COYLE PAYS FOR 


HIS CRIME 


The account of the execution of 


John Coyle Jr., for the murder 
of Emily Myers, is concluded at 
this time. Young Coyle was hanged 
on a gallows erected in Hie old 
jailyard at Gettysburg and many 
people used this gruesome event 
as an excuse for a holiday. The 
story, much too detailed for com. 
'ort, as published in the "Star 
and' Sentinel," continues: 


"... The physicians, Dr. Diehl, 


of Gettysburg, A. Z. Buchen, of 
Hanover, Schwartz, of Emmits- 
burg, and Brickly, of York, fol- 
lowed, and took places inside a 
rope enclosure. 


"A minute later, the curtains 


again parted and Sheriff J. H. 
Plank, District Attorney Swope, 
Revs. Bikle and Demorest, and 
the condemned man,"John Coyle 
Jr., appeared and ascended the 
scaffold. The prisoner 
seemed 


unmoved and walked firmly up 
the steps, his hands being hand- 
cuffed behind his back. Rev. Dem- 
crest at once offered"3?? fervent 
prayer, after 
which 
Professor 


Bikle read appropriate selections 
of Scripture and pronounced the 
benediction. They then left the 
platform, returning to the jail, 
but immediately returned to stand 
at the foot of the scaffold. Coyle

kept his eyes fixed upon the 
ground, all the while seeming 
to have nerved himself to meet 
his death without flinching. 
FATHER VIEWS BODY 


"The 
execution 
then 
took 


place. . . . 


"After the body had been hang- 


ing for about fifteen minutes, 
John Coyle Sr. came out from 
behind the curtain, with a cigar 
in his mouth, and viewed the body 
of his son without visible emotion. 
At 11:55 A.M., the body was taken 
down and carried into the jail, 
where, after being examined by 
the Doctors, and viewed by the 
jury, it was handed over to the 
undertaker, Jeremiah Culp. It 
was placed in a plain walnut cof- 
fin, and that in a pine box, and 
sent by Adams Express to Hel- 
lam Station, on the Frederick Di- 
vision of the Pennsylvania Rail 
road, near Wrightsville. Many 
persons visited the stations along 
the Railroad to get a glimpse of 
the coffin containing the murder- 
er's body. 


"On the train, between Gettys- 


burg and Hanover, a scene was 
caused by a man displaying i 
small piece of the rope. Mrs 
Coyle, the mother of the executed 
man, soundly berated him, by say 
ing, among other things, that the 
stranger might yet see one of his 
children hanged. The rope was 
cut up by the crowd and distrib 
uted as soon as She hanging was 
over. 
WANTED COFFIN OPENED 


"At Hellam — 
"When the train arrived at Hel 


lam at 5:00 P.M., a large crowd 
had gathered, and desired to have 
the coffin opened. This was re 
fused and the parents of the mur 
derer expressed great bitterness 
toward the witnesses from the 
neighborhood, the father declar 
ing with an oath that 'none o! you 


alse witnesses shall see Johnny.' 
They stopped at the hotel, took 


drink and the old man (John 


:oyle Sr.) had a bottle filled. A

FAMILIAR DETAILS 


'.'The Crime — 
"The details of the crime are 
amiliar to nearly all of our read- 
ers. Early on the morning of 
May 30th, 1881, Emily Myers, a 
landscme young servant girl in 
he Coyle family, who. had for 
some time- been the object of the 
brutish attentions of John Coyle 
Jr., was shot down in cold blood 
n the stable — where she was 
milking the cows. The murderer 
informed his mother of his deed, 
declaring he killed the girl be- 
cause she would not become his 
wife. The Coyles lived at Coyle's 
Ferry Hellam Township, oppo- 
site Marietta, keeping the 'Coyte's 
Perry Tavern,' a favorite,resort, 
especially on Sunday, for sport- 
ing men and gamblers from the 
surrounding towns. The murderer 
was taken to York and lodged in 
jail and his friends at once set 
up. on his behalf, the plea of in- 
sanity. 


"The first trial of John Coyle 


Jr., for the murder of Emily My- 
ers, took place at York in October 
1881 before Judge Wickes and last- 
ed about two weeks. He (Coyle) 
was found guilty of murder in 
the first degree and sentenced 
to be executed. He was granted 
a second trial with a change of 
venue to Gettysburg. Here he 
was again found guilty as charged 
and finally executed April 22. 
1884 — almost three years after 
the murder of Emily Myers." 
"PAID HIS DEBT" 


Note: — With his execution and 


burial the rather tragic story of 
John Coyle Jr. should have been 
permitted to fade with time into 


(to folklore and tradition of York 
and Adam* Counties. He (Coyle) 
had paid his debt to society and, 
at the very least, should have 
been allowed to "rest in peace." 
Such was not to be the case how. 
ever, ai shown by the following 
new» article taken from the "Han- 
over HeraW" of Saturday, May 
3 1884 — 
'"Attempted Grave Robbery - 
The body of John Coyle Jr., the 
executed murderer of Emily My- 
ers, had been placed in its rest- 
ing place on the banks of the Sus- 
quahanna River a short time on- 
ly before an attempt was made 
to steal it. The burial place looked 
down upon the home of Coyle's 
boyhood and, fearing that the 
grave would be an objective point 
for the body snatchers, John Coyle 
Sr., the father of the hanged man, 
kept watch over his remains. 


"On Friday night, several men 


were seen moving about the Coyle 
homestead in a suspicious man- 
ner. They finally turned hi the 
direction of the grave and when 
in the act of robbing it the father 
fired at the ghouls with a shotgun 
and they beat a hasty retreat. 
It is not known who the persons 
are, but it is suspected that they 
are doctors who do not live a hun- 
dred miles away from Coyle's 
Ferry. 


"Considerable indignation and 


excitement arises from this at- 
tempt to disturb the remains of 
the hanged murderer, and the gen- 
eral verdict is that they shoulc 
be allowed to rest undisturbed.' 


This concludes the story of the 


Coyle-Myers murder as contained 
in the old records and newspa 
pers.

COYLE PAYS FOR 
HIS CRIME 


The account of the execution of 
John Coyle Jr., for the m urder 
of Emily Myers, is concluded at 
this time. Young Coyle was hanged 
on a gallows erected in the old 
jailyard at Gettysburg and m any 
hieople used this gruesom e event 
us an excuse for a holiday. The 
story, much too detailed for com­ 
fort. as published in the "Star 
and Sentinel,” continues: 
” . . . The physicians, Dr. Diehl, 
of Gettysburg, A. Z. Buchen, of 
Hanover, Schwartz, of Em m its- 
I burg, and Brickly, of York, fol­ 
lowed, and took places inside a 
rope enclosure. 
“ A minute later, the curtains 
again parted and Sheriff J. H. 
Plank, District Attorney Swope. 
Revs. Bikie and Demorest, and 
the condemned man, John Coyle 
Jr., appeared and ascended the 
scaffold. 
The 
prisoner 
seemed 
unmoved and walked firm ly up 
ihe steps, his hands being hand- 
! cuffed behind his hack. Rev. Dem­ 
orest ut once offered a fervent 
prayer, 
after 
which 
Professor 
Bikie read appropriate selections 
of Scripture and pronounced the 
benediction. They then left the 
platform, returning to the jail, 
but immediately returned to stand 
at the foot of the scaffold.

The murderer 
informed his m other of his deed, 
declaring he killed the girl be­ 
cause she would not become his 
wife. The Coyles lived at Coyle’s 
Ferry, 
Hellam Township, oppo­ 
site M arietta, keeping the 'Coyle’s 
Ferry Tavern.* a favorite resort, 
especially on Sunday, for sport­ 
ing men and gam blers from the \ 
surrounding towns. The m urderer j 
was taken to York and lodged in j 
jail and his friends at once s e t, 
up. on his behalf, the plea of in-J 
sanity. 
“ The first trial of John Coyle 
Jr.. for the m urder of Emily My­ 
ers, took place at York in October 
1881 before Judge Wickes and last­ 
ed about two weeks. He (Coyle) 
was found guilty of m urder in 
the first degree and sentenced 
to be executed. He was granted 
a second trial with a change of 
venue to G ettysburg.

1884 — almost three years after 
the m urder of Em ily M yers.”

Note: — With his execution and 
burial tile rather tragic story of 
John Coyle Jr. should have been 
perm itted to fade with tim e into 


the folklore and tradition of York 
and Adams Counties. He (Coyle) 
had paid his debt to society and. 
at the very least, should have 
been allowed to "rest in peace.” 
Such was not to be the case how­ 
ever. as shown by the following 
new* article taken from the “ Han­ 
over Her ak)” of Saturday, May 
3, IWN — 
“ Attempted G rave Robbery — 
The body of John Coyle Jr., tile 
executed m urd erer of Emily My­ 
ers, had been placed in its rest­ 
ing place on the banks of the Sus­ 
quehanna R iver a short time on­ 
ly before an attem pt was made 
to steal it. The burial place looked 
down upon the home of Coyle's 
boyhood 
and. 
fearing that 
the 
grave would be an objective point 
for the body snatchers, John Coyle 
Sr., the father of the hanged man.

“On F riday night, several men 
were seen m oving about the Coyle 
homestead in a suspicious man­ 
ner.
